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Ice Skating in the United States 


in the old days 
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(With Emphasis on Central Park, 
New York City) 


By W. PORTER WARE 






In 1858 it was resolved that the 
lake in Central Park, New York Ci- 
ty, be devoted to the sport of ice 
skating. An interest had been cre- 
ated from the European plan of skat- 
ing ponds. By drawing out some of 
the lake water that winter, the sum- 
mer depth was reduced to about fovr 
feet, to avoid the danger from a 
break-through in the ice. At that 
time, Central Park had just under- 
gone several years of build-up in 
its formative stages as a municipal 
playground. Those interested in the 
many details incident to the birth 
of this park can find plenty of his-

During the first skating season of 
1858-59 the plan was considered as 
a novelty on account of inexperience 
on the part of the management, and 
for the reason that only 19 days were 
devoted to ice skating that first win- 
ter. Nevertheless, a tremendcus im- 
petus was given the amusement, so 
Boston Rocker skates. that the following year people be- 
gan fully to appreciate the benefits 
of this new pastime and sport. 

By the third season (1860-61) the 
ladies had discovered the pleasures 
of gliding over the ice.

abolished because spectators standing 
along the fence which separated the 
areas rendered the ice impassable to 
the skaters. Restaurants and skate 
rooms were erected, the police force 
increased, and four immense calcium 
lights were installed on the surround- 
ing banks. No effort was spared to 
make the whole pond and Park as 
attractive as possible. The result was 
a season of 48 days during which 
upwards of 600,000 persons visited 
the pond. 

The main “refreshment saloon” 
was operated by Captain William 
Waterman and his advertisement of 
the period reads, “My new refresh- 
ment saloon is a commodious build- 
ing located on the East Side of the 
Terrace, being 20x35 feet in size. 
it is fitted up in a comfortable man- 
ner, with every requisite for the ac- 
commodation of ladies and gentlemen 
who may desire refreshments. Hot 
coffee, pies and cakes of a superior 
kind, cold meats in abundance, sand- 
wiches, hot cider, and in fact every- 
thing that is usually found at a first 
ciass restaurant will be furnished 
here. A portion of the saloon will be 
used as a coat-room, and skaters can 
leave their outside coats and receive 
checks therefor.” 


The Commissioners prepared a set 
of rules which were posted at stra- 
tegic spots: 


RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE 
CENTRAL PARK SKATING POND 


Central Park, December, 1861 


Do not go on the ice except by the 
paths provided for the purpose. 

Use the foot scrapers on the gang plank 
before stepping on the ice. 

Do not drop any tobacco, cigar stumps, 
paper, nut shells, or other articles on the 
ice. 

AVOID CROWDS: even thick ice is li- 
able to crack, and if a number of per- 
sons crowd on one side of a cake of ice, 
it suddenly tips and endangers the lives 
of all upon it. 

Do not go in the vicinity of laborers 
engaged in cleaning the ice. 

The Park-keepers are provided with 
abundant means of rescue in case of 
accidents. 

Cautions or directions from a Park- 
— should be immediately complied 
With, 

Any want of civil attention, or of 
charging over the allowed rates on the 
part of the licensed keepers of any of 
the tents or refreshment houses, should 
be reported to the Park-keepers. 


A BALL will be hoisted to the top of 
the pole near the Bell-tower, whenever 
the ice is in full condition for skating. 

THE NATIONAL FLAG will be kept 
hoisted over the Round-house, in the 
middle of the main pond, whenever the 
ice may be walked upon with safety, and 
when persons can skate without seriously 
injuring the ice. 

No one can remain upon the ige with 
safety, or with proper regard to the 
general interest in maintaining the ice 
in good order for skating, when the 
National flag is not flying. 

_A RED FLAG over the Round-house 
indicates either that the ice is very 
dangerous, or that it is being flooded 
for the purpose of forming a new sur- 
face. In the latter case, it will be kept 
flying until new ice is finally formed. 


» The red flag will not be displayed unless 


there is an absolute necessity that the 


> pond should be cleared. 


The above instructions are formed with 


a design to place no restrictions, except 


such as are necessary for the preserv-

“Rococo” 
Motives 


By AIDA FAVIA-ARTSAY 


Following a lull of several months 
in its output of Long Play records, 
Rococo has come forth, practically 
all at once, with no less than_four 
discs, devoted to recordings of Claire 
Dux, Ernestine Schumann-Heink, 
Fernand Ansseau, and Giuseppe De 
Luca, respectively. 

The vast difference in these four 
voices—which together are a possi- 
ble but non-existent Quartet from 
“Rigoletto”—as well as the variety 
of repertoire in which they are pres- 
ented, make listening to their LP’s 
a stimulating experience. 

Rococo Records, Famous Voices of 
the Past Series, are issued by Ross, 
Court & Co., 2098 Yonge St., Toron- 
to 7, Ontario, Canada. The price of 
each dise is $5.95 plus postage. 


GIUSEPPE DE LUCA 

The first record in the group be- 
longs to a veteran among baritones, 
Giuseppe De Luca, who at the age 
when others take to slippers and 
reminiscing, was reaping new, re- 
splendent laurels on the concert 
stage. 

Born in Rome, December 25, 1876, 
De Luca began to study singing when 
only 15 with Venceslao Persichini at 
the Conservatory of Santa Cecilia, in 
Rome. On November 6, 1897, he made 
his début as Valentin in “Faust” at 
the Politeama of Piacenza. 

This event marked the beginning 
of a fabulous career, of which 20 
glorious seasons were spent at the 
Metropolitan. The onset of the war 
caught him on a visit to Italy, where 
he remained until 1946. 

When the all-clear was sounded, 
he hurried back to New York which 
he considered his home. On March 11, 
1946, he gave a concert in Town 
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Hall, and, believe me, the event was 
a staggering revelation. After a pe- 
riod of rest, at 70, De Luca was re- 
juvenated. 

Another concert, to celebrate his 
Golden Jubilee, on November 7, 1947, 
was an occasion which will forever 
be remembered by all who were in 
Town Hall that night, including his 
colleagues from the Metropolitan. 
Alas, some of them are no longer 
here—Alda, Grace Moore, Tibbett. . . 

De Luca died in New York, on Au- 
gust 26, 1950, after a simple opera- 
tion that was followed by complica- 
tions.

At this point I’m compelled to in- 
sert a discordant note. A statement 
on the jacket terminates De Luca’s 
recording career with “the 1946 
Brunswick series of ‘Arie Antiche.’ ” 
This information is incorrect on two 
counts: First—the three 78 rpm 
discs Album V-1, entitled Giuseppe 
De Luca, Italian Art Songs, belongs 
to Decca (De Luca never recorded 
for Brunswick). It was issued in 
1946. And second—De Luca recorded 
again in 1950, for Continental. The 
ten operatic selections came out on 
12” Long Play CLP 102 (number on 
the jacket) or CLP 1003 (number on 
the label). Although the edition was 
limited, it was a very commercial 
one indeed. 

It is sad that the record came out 
almost simultaneously with De Lu- 
ca’s unexpected demise, and more so 
since he eagerly awaited its release. 
For anyone interested: my write-up 
and discography of De Luca—both 
worked out with his assistance and 
blessings—were published in the 
March 1950 number of the British 
“The Record Collector;” and my 
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“Farewell to a Great Man,” along 
with the review of Continental CLP 
102, appeared in the same magazine 
in September of that same year. 

While on the subject, it is only 
fair to give credit where it is due. 
For the existence of De Luca’s Con- 
tinental LP—as rare a disc now as 
any of his G&T’s—we are fully in- 
debted to Edward J. Smith, who suc- 
ceeded in persuading the baritone to 
record once again, at the peak of 
his renewed triumphs. 

The majority of De Luca’s G&T’s 
are top items, while his Fonotipias 
belong in the middle brackets. Both 
series represent the famed singer’s 
younger efforts—admittedly outstand- 
ing, yet at the stage when that 
priceless ally, experience, had not 
mellowed his art, nor maturity en- 
veloped his voice in the rich velvet 
abounding in his Victor recordings. 

But then, these pristine discs are 
invaluable as specimens of a vener- 
able Golden Age artist’s progressive 
early development. And besides, it 
would be mighty difficult to assem- 
ble—even with a generous bankroll 
on hand—all the collectors’ treasures 
contained in Rococo R24. 


CLAIRE DUX 


Dainty and _ sweet-voiced, Claire 
Dux has finally been recognized. with 
a Long Play record all her own. Al- 
though known to American collec- 
tors mostly through her domestic 
Brunswick and a few imports of 
European discs, she made a good 
number of recordings for Pathé, 
HMV, Odeon, Grammophon, Parlo- 
phon. Some of these are reproduced 
on Rococo R25:

Of German parentage, Claire Dux 
was born in Witkowicz, Poland, on 
August 2, 1885. With a diploma from 
the State College of Bromberg, she 
placed the molding of her voice in 
the capable hands of Teresa Arkel. 

Her début was as Pamina in “The 
Magic Flute,” at Cologne, in 1906. 
After five seasons there, she went on 
to major conquests at the Berlin 
Opera, where she remained until 
1918, appearing also in His Majes- 
ty’s Theatre and Covent Garden of 
London. 

Engagements followed at the Royal 
Opera of Stockholm (from 1918 to 
1921), and on the concert stage in 
Seandinavian countries, as well as 
in Germany and Holland. 

The Chicago Opera captured Dux 
for its 1921-22 and 1923-24 seasons. 
Then appearances succeeded in New 
York and other cities in the United 
States, both as opera star and re- 
citalist. 

She was honored with decoraticns 
by the German and Scandinevian 
governments. While in Chicago, she 
married millionaire meat tycoon 
Charles Swift, and retired after com- 
pleting her tour, except for occa- 
sional performances here and abroad. 

Claire Dux excelled in the lyric 
soprano roles with a dash of colora- 
tura. She was considered an excep- 
tionally fine interpreter of classical 
music, specifically Mozart. 

Her keen artistic perception finds 
her equally at home in such widely 
differing works as “La Finta Giar- 
diniera,” “Die Freischiitz,” or “The 
Mikado;” and the loveliness of her 
vocalization appeals ingratiating- 
ly throughout Rococo R25. In the 
duets—particularly those from “Rigo- 
letto” with the very capable Schwartz 
—she is a partner of uncommon 
charm. 


FERNAND ANSSEAU 


If you like a manful tenor (as I 
do); one whose voice combines vigor 
with elegance, persuasion with gal- 
lantry, and boldly impacted higher 
reaches with tones of lyric restraint 
—then you will surely be partial to 
the Ansseau Rococo LP:

Born in Belgium, at Boussu-Bois, 


near Mons, on March 6, 1890, Ans- 
seau pursued his vocal education with 
Demest at the Brussels Conservato- 
ry, and in 1913 debuted at Dijon, 
France, as Jean in “Hérodiade.” 
Greatly praised by the critics, he 
promptly embarked upon a very suc- 
cessful career, interrupted by the 
First World War, and resumed after 
the Armistice in 1918. 

Soon London claimed him for its 
Covent Garden. There on May 23, 
1919, his Des Grieux wooed and won 
Edvina’s Manon, and later his Ro- 
méo loved and died for Meiba’s Ju- 
liet. 

In 1921, on October 2, as Wer- 
ther, he made his initial appearance 
at the Opéra-Comique. Here, the 
Ansseau jacket notes contain a re- 
mark with which I must forcefully 
disagree. It says: “On October 11th, 
we come to an important date in his 
career, because he created the tenor 
version of Gluck’s Orphée.” At the 
Opéra-Comique, perhaps. 

Certainly not generally speaking, 
for 10 years before Ansseau did Or- 
pheus in Paris, Sobinoff sang it at 
the Imperial of St. Petersburg four 
times in the 1911-12 season: Decem- 
ber 21 (premiére), and January 6, 
19, 23—with Bolska as Eurydice 
(later, Kouznetzova) ; Katoulskaya as 
Amor (later, Kouznetzova) ; and Vla- 
dimirova as the Happy Shade (la- 
ter, Stepanova). 

From 1923 to 1928, Ansseau con- 
tributed in large measure to the 
successes of the Chicago Opera, with 
commitments to lend his talents to 
principal European theatres between 
American seasons. 

During the last few years of his 
career, Ansseau restricted his artis- 
tie activities to Belgium and France, 
and finally bid adieu to the stage in 
1940. Two years later, he accepted 
the post of professor at his alma 
mater, the Brussels Conservatory, 
but resigned in 1944 and permanent- 
ly retired.

What is there to write about the 
portentous Ernestine that has not 
been done before? By now, her life 
and career are pretty well known. 
‘And her artistic worth—well, nary a 
superlative has been left untouched 
on that subject. But since it’s her 
recordings on a Long Play disc that 
we are concerned with at the mo- 
ment, a few words about them seem 
all that remains to be said. 

All right then: She never produced 
a record—no matter what the selec- 
tion—that did not bear the stamp of 
her supremacy. Be it O ma lyre im- 
mortelle, which is rare, Hore mit 
Sinn, quite rare, or any of the less 
elusive ones, down to the very com- 
mon “Stille Nacht”—each and every 
one is the product of an uncommonly 
gifted and conscientious artist:

From weighty 
declamation to sumptuous lyric line, 
from sophistication to simplicity and 
from fervent prayer to high drama 
or mischievous fun, her grasp of 
style is matchless and her vocal char- 
acterization revealing.”

Pioneer Song 
Writers Who 
Made Records 


By JIM WALSH 


Nineteen years of writing about 
pioneer recording artists have 
brought me thousands of inquiries. 

One of the most intriguing ques- 
tions recently came from an en- 
thusiastic HOBBIES reader, David 
E. Kemp, of Shinglehouse, Pa., in 
a letter denouncing the atrocious 
quality of most present-day popular 
music. By contrast, Kemp points 
out, “from 40 to 50 years ago there 
probably were at least 200 writers 
who turned out good song hits oc- 
easionally or regularly. I would 
like to know how many of these 
lyric writers and composers made 
records, whether singing, instrumen- 
tal, or what-not, and would appre- 
ciate information as to what they 
were and where they can be found. 
I think a collection of recordings 
by popular and semi-popular song 
writers would be unusual and fas- 
cinating.” 

When I read Kemp’s letter it was 
obvious he had struck on a new 
idea, for no such survey as the one 
he suggested had ever been made. 
So I decided to make it. Even so, 
some reservations are involved, for 
the line must be drawn somewhere. 
As an example, ‘many popular artists 
have written songs. Examples are 
Gene Austin, Frank Crumit, Vaughn 
De Leath, and Bert Williams. Others, 
notably the late Al Jolson, have been 
credited with assists on a good many 
tunes, whether or not they actually 
had anything to do with writing 
them. I decided that to conserve 
space this run-down must be largely 
restricted to the men and women 
who were primarily song writers 
rather than listing those who were 
essentially entertainers, but indulged 
in writing as a sideline. : 

No guarantee is given that th 
following listings are 100 per cent 
complete, and details of recordings 
must necessarily be sketchy. Almost 
certainly, some of the old-time writ- 
ers and composers made records for 
obscure brands that have escaped 
me. I hope, however, this informa- 
tion will be useful not only to Dave 
Kemp but to others who feel, as he 
does and I do, about the days when 
“they wrote the sort of songs they 
can’t turn out today.” 

But please don’t write and ask 
where you can buy these records. 


They may be found, if you are lucky, 
in second-hand stores, or the stocks 
of dealers in second-hand discs and 
cylinders like those who advertise in 
HOBBIES. And if you have some of 
these records, don’t ask me where 
you can sell them. I don’t know— 
unless it is to those same HOBBIES 
advertisers. There is no need of 
anyone ever writing to me, asking 
where records can be sold, when 
HOBBIES Magazine’s classified ad- 
vertising carries offers every month 
from dealers who buy record collec- 
tions. I am not a dealer and do not 
want to buy records. 

HARRY AKST made piano duets 
with Frank Banta for Columbia. 
“Ding Toes,” and “Typhoon” are 
among them. 

FELIX ARNDT, a victim of the 
1918 flu epidemic, made many piano 
and celesta solos for Victor. Piano 
numbers included his own composi- 
tions, “Nola,” “An Operatic Night- 
mare,” “Desecration Rag,’ and 
“From Soup to Nuts.” He also 
played in the earlier records of the 
Van Eps Trio. 

ERNEST R. BALL proved himself 
a fair singer on his 1916 Columbia 
record of one of his great ballad 
successes, “Goodbye, Good Luck, God 
Bless You.” Apparently it is the only 
record he ever made. 

IRVING BERLIN, when he was 21, 
in 1910, was invited to make a Co- 
lumbia record of a dialect ditty he 
had written with Ted Snyder, “Oh, 
How That German Could Love.” I 
always laugh when I read the back- 
handed compliment in the April, 
1910, Columbia supplement: 


“The latest song by the author of ‘My 
Wife’s Gone to the Country.’ It is na- 
tural that the writer of a song knows 
best how he wants his production sung, 
and as Mr. Berlin is a singer of no mean 
ability besides being a character artist 
of the first rank, we have secured him 
for this unique interpretation. This is 
probably the first time that the exact 
ideas of a song writer have been put 
into effect in the recording of a song. 
The result has been most strikingly suc- 
cessful and Mr. Berlin will undoubtedly 
be called up to do more and even better 
work for us in the future as he becomes 
more experienced in recording work.” 


The high, piping voice revealed on 
the 50-year-old Berlin record is not 
of operatic caliber. In a letter to 
me commenting on the record, Irving 
says: “We have a copy somewhere 
in our files and I heard it about a 
year ago and laughed my head off. 
Not at how funny I was, but at how 
brave I was to do a song’ in German 
dialect that I had written for Sam 
Bernard.” 

Berlin was not called on to do 
“more and even better work” for 
Columbia; at least no more records 
by him were issued. Forty-odd years 
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later, when Decca cataloged an al- 
bum of selections from “This Is The 
Army,” one of the numbers, “‘Oh, 
How I Hate to Get Up in the Morn- 
ing,” was sung by “Mr. Irving Ber- 
lin with supporting cast and soldier 
chorus.” 

EUBIE BLAKE played the accom- 
paniment of most of Noble Sissle’s 
vocal records for various companies. 
He also made piano solos, including 
“Ma,” and “Sweet Lady” (Irving 
Kaufman sang a refrain in the latter) 
for Emerson. 

FREDERICK V. BOWERS is one 
of the few surviving big-timers from 
the golden age of popular music — 
which was the 1890’s and the early 
1900’s, rather than the 1930’s, as the 
Johnnies-come-lately so often con- 
tend. Around 1911 Bowers sang five 
Columbia records: “Heigh, Ho,” 
“Here Comes a College Boy” (his 
own composition), “I Love the Girls 
From A to Z,” “Let’s Make Love 
Among the Roses,” and “Mary, 
You’re a Big Girl Now.” 

SHELTON BROOKS made a fairly 
large number of Okeh records featur- 
ing blackface songs and sketches. 

LEW BROWN served as a helper 
in the Columbia, and Brunswick re- 
cords of his song, “She Gives Them 
All the Ha! Ha! Ha!” made by 
Frank Crumit and Fred Whitehouse 
respectively. Crumit wrote a good 
many songs, and Whitehouse several, 
among them “Sam, You Made the 
Pants Too Long.”

Boy,” recorded seven of his own compositions 
in 1911. 








GEORGE M. COHAN made seven 
1911 Victor records of his composi- 
tions. The most popular was “Life’s 
a Funny Proposition, After All.” 
Some preposterous statements have 
been made about the Cohan records, 
such as that they were sung in 1905 
and that “since Victor didn’t have 
master records then, each had to be 
sung separately and only 200 copies 
were made of each.” Victor had per- 
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manent masters from the beginning, 
and “Life’s a Funny Proposition” 
probably sold over 200,000 copies, 
rather than 200. 

ZEZ CONFREY led his dance band 
on many records, and also made 
piano solos for Victor, Edison, Emer- 
son, and Brunswick. Titles included 
“Kitten On the Keys,” “Greenwich 
Witch,” “Coaxing the Piano,” and 
“Poor Buttermilk.” 

BENNY DAVIS made several Co- 
lumbia records of popular songs 
around 1921. 

MELVILLE ELLIS came through 
with one of the all-time piano record 
oddities in 1911 when he combined 
a piano arrangement of tunes by 
Irving Berlin and Richard Wagner. 
On one side of a Columbia record 
he played “Alexander’s Ragtime 
Band,” contrasted and combined with 
strains from “The Magic Fire Scene” 
from “Die Walkure.” He played “In 
the Shadows” on the second side. 

SAMMY FAIN, “The Crooning 
Composer,” made a few vocal rec- 
ords of popular songs for the Har- 
mony, and Velvet Tone labels in the 
early electric era. 

ARTHUR FIELDS, who helped 
write “On the Mississippi,” “Aba 
Daba Honeymoon,” “Auntie Skinner’s 
Chicken Dinner,’ and many other 
hits, of course was one of the most

thought it would be fun to cause a 
sensation by publicly smoking a ci- 
garet. Then, sings Norworth, “the 
newspapers roasted her ... and I 
don’t think she’ll smoke again for 
months and months and months.” 

That may sound unbelievably old- 
fashioned in 1960. But there are still 
innumerable men who wish the same 
standards of feminine proprieties 
were in vogue today as were the rule 
50 years ago. 

Norworth made a large number of 
Pathe records. 

GEOFFREY O’HARA made an 
Edison cylinder and a Victor disc in 
1914, describing his research among 
the Navajo Indians and singing some 
of their songs. From 1916 to 1918 
he recorded popular songs for Vic- 
tor. 

CHAUNCEY OLCOTT sang many 
of his Irish songs on Columbia re- 
cords, beginning around 1913. (I 
haven’t gone to the trouble of look- 
ing up exact dates for records men- 
tioned in this article.) 

RAY PERKINS, who for many 
years has been on the air in Denver 
as one of the West’s most successful 
radio disc jockeys, began a success- 
ful song-writing career more than 
40 years ago. In 1921 he began mak- 
ing piano records for Edison. Then 
Brunswick engaged him to sing, 
which he does very well, to his own 
accompaniment. 

ARTHUR PRYOR, for several —_ 
sub-conductor of Sousa’s Band, dir- 
ected the band for record making. 
John Philip Sousa, who is said to 
have originated the derisive term, 
“canned music,” took the money but 
thought it beneath his dignity to 
conduct. 

In 1904 Pryor organized his own 
band and orchestra, which made hun- 
dreds of Victor records. He also re- 
corded trombone solos. “Dearie,” 
“In the Shade of the Old Apple 
Tree,” and ‘Love Me and the World 
is Mine,” and “O Dry Those Tears” 
were included. And he made duets 
with cornet virtuosos. 

J. RUSSEL ,ROBINSON assisted 
Al Bernard in many comic blackface 
sketches, mostly for Brunswick. 

WILLARD ROBINSON sang some 
of his songs for Victor, and Perfect. 

TED SHAPIRO played the accom- 
paniment on many Sophie Tucker re- 
cords, and NOBLE SISSLE made a 
large number of vocal selections from 
1918 to 1929 on Pathe hill-and-dale 
discs. The accompaniments were by 
Lt. Jim Europe’s Hell-Fighters Band. 

After Europe’s tragic death in 
1920, when he was stabbed by a 
drink-crazed drummer, Sissle formed 
a partnership with Eubie Blake and 
together they made records for vir- 
tually all the major companies. Jim 
Europe’s Orchestra made Victor 
dance records 45 years ago. 

TED SNYDER’S TRIO made a 
Zon-o-phone record before 1910 of 
what appears to have been one of 
the pioneer laughing specialties. It 
was called “Make Me Laugh.” I 
wonder if Ted Snyder remembers 
who the other members were. Could 
his song-writing partner Irving Ber- 
lin, have been included?

CHARLES GILBERT SPROSS re- 
corded several piano solos for Vic- 
tor around 1910. 

SAM H. STEPT was one of the 
original ‘Record Boys” (the others 
were Al Bernard and Frank Kam- 
plain), who sang, played, and yodeled 


for several companies, notably 
Brunswick. 
CHARLEY STRAIGHT played 


piano on more than_ 30 double-faced 
records made by Gene Greene in 
England from 1912 to 1914. (These 
are the records for which I have so 
long been advertising that I will pay 
$3 each for copies not in my collec- 
tion. I now have about half of them.) 
Straight’s dance band made Bruns- 
wick records in the 1920’s. 

DAN J. SULLIVAN made some 
records in the 1920’s for Victor’s 
special Irish series. 

WILBUR C. SWEATMAN made a 
jazz clarinet record for Emerson in 
1917. Later his jazz band recorded 
for Columbia, and Edison. 

JAMES L. THORNTON intoned 
snatches of his famous “Barber Shon 
Monolog” on a 77-inch Emerson in 
1917. The record will prove a pain- 
ful disappointment to anyone who 
has heard how side-splittingly funny 
that monolog was. Jim must have 
saved the best parts for stage use. 
The record isn’t amusing. 

PETE WENDLING, who played a 
mean ragtime piano. displayed his 
talents on a few Okehs, including 
“Page Paderewski.” In 1927 he 
played Cameo piano versions of 
“Mary Lou,” and “I Meet Her in the 
Moonlight.” Both have refrains by an 
unidentified woman who sounds like 
Kate Smith. The Cameo was also 
issued under the Romeo label with 
Wendling’s name changed to Peter 
Ling. 

PERCY WENRICH seems not to 
have made records, but his wife, 
DOLLY CONNOLLY, sang a large 
number of songs, mostly written by 
Wenrich, for Columbia, around 1912. 
Later she went to Emerson. Espe- 


cially good is the Wenrich classic, 
“Red Rose Rag.” As Dolly sings 
it, it’s ragtime in excelsis. 

HENRY I. MARSHALL made a 
couple of records for Columbia in 
1916-17, his own song, “Somewhere 
There’s a Little Cottage Standing,” 
and “Whose Pretty Baby Are You 
Now?” 

FRANK WESTPHAL conducted 
his dance band for Columbia and 
made several piano solos. 

Many Negro song writers, includ- 
ing CLARENCE 'WILLIAMS, 
JAMES P. JOHNSON, PORTER 
GRAINGER, and DUKE ELLING- 
TON, made records, either piano 
solos or with dance bands, for the 
various companies’ “race” supple- 
ments. These, however, were mostly 
done far into the electric recording 
era and do not properly belong here.

Antique Boy 
Dolls and 


Their Costumes 
By CLARA H. FAWCETT 


“While I know that antique boy 
dolls are more rare than girl dolls, 
and therefore more valuable in dol- 
lars and cents, I much prefer a girl 
doll because it can be dressed more 
attractively.” 

Such was a recent statement of a 
collector of antique dolls, a challeng- 
ing statement because only partly 
true. She overlooked the possibilities 
of 19th century clothes for boys, 
especially small boys. Before the 20th 
century little boys under seven wore 
petticoats like girls. 

Examine the drawings marked a, 
taken from an 1859 issue of Peter- 
son’s Magazine. If the names of 
the children did not appear under- 
neath the figures, could you tell the 
gender of each? “Dick” represents 
an older boy, his sex easily recog- 
nized by the knickers, but the tunic 
is girlish in style. 

In sketch b if the name were omit- 
ted, could you tell the sex of ‘“Hen- 
ry’? Or that of “John” in sketch c? 

In sketch a “Tom” represents a 
boy of four or five. The dress, ac- 
cording to Peterson’s, is.dark blue 
cashmere, cut square at the neck, 
and ornamented with a row of but- 
tons and band of velvet. A broad 
blue ribbon, fringed at the ends, pass- 
es over the right shoulder and is 
tied at the waist. Short sleeves show 
cambric under-sleeves and skirt. The 
cap is of blue velvet. 





The hair-do of this mid- 
19th century china-head 
is similar to that of a 
doy of eight or nine in 
the 1650's, 


Eenry (center) takes his sisters for a work-out, 


The central figure represents a 
boy of eight. ‘“Pantaloons are short 
and full. The blouse is of black vel- 
vet, buttons down the front, and is 
confined at the waist by a broad 
black belt. Sleeves nearly close to 
the arm, sufficiently short to show the 
white shirt sleeve, and with a turned- 
up cuff. Black cloth cap, with a gay 
plaid band.” 


In sketch 6 “Henry” is a little 
boy dressed in corn-colored pique or 
Marseilles. “The body is plain and 
cut a la Raphael (square) at the 
neck. Short puffed sleeves. White 
nansouk under-sleeves, and a nan- 
souk and insertion spencer. Straw 
hat with a plume. A sash of broad 
ribbon comes over the left shoulder, 
and is tied at the waist under the 
right arm.” 

Boys, and of course “boy” dolls, 
of the 1850’s wore their hair either 
parted in the middle or on one side. 
Ludwig Greiner produced a “boy” 
doll, patented in 1858, with hair 
parted in the middle. See sketch. 

At about the same period a beauti- 
ful china-headed doll with swivel 
neck, china arms and legs, and cloth 
body, hair parted on one side, was 
being sold. The sketch “George” was 
copied from that doil. 

The little boy’s costume in sketch 
F would be perfect for “George.” 
“George,” by the way, was given to 
be sold at a Sanitary Fair during 
the Civil War to raise money for the 
Union soldiers. 

It happened that Abraham Lincoln 
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attended the Fair, and the story 
is that he looked admiringly at 
“George.” How long the doll had been 
in the possession of the donor pre- 
vious to the Fair is not known. 

Another “boy” doll of the period 
with hair parted on the side is a so- 
called “Parian,” the one marked “Ar- 
thur” in these sketches. If the body 
made for “Arthur” were in’ correct 
proportion to the childishness of his 
face, any one of the costumes of the 
skirted figures representing boys 
would be appropriate. 

Not all collectors who would like 
a “boy” on their shelves are fortu- 
nate enough to own a rare one of 
this kind, but many have the china- 
head, full figure of which is sketched. 
This would be appropriate to dress 
in any of the costumes for eight or 
nine-year-olds in the sketches. 

“Bill’s,” costume sketched would 
be completely charming on this chi- 
na-head with its bunch of curls on 
either side of the head. The cap, too, 
adds just the right touch. 

The sketch of “Bill” was taken 
from Peterson’s Magazine of 1854, 
February number. The description is: 
“Costume for boy between seven and 
eight. Small caraco jacket of black 
velvet, edged with broad silk braid. 
The sleeves descend just below the 
elbow, and are loose at the ends. 
Under-sleeves of fine lawn, with plain 
wrist-bands. A cambric collar edged 
with needlework.

up to the throat and descending 
rather long at the waist. Trousers 
of fine slate colored tricot, and 
glazed leather boots, with a black 
velvet band.” 

A later edition of Peterson’s— 
1859—shows a charming “Shirt jack- 
et for little boy,” and a diagram of 
a jacket which might go with the 
shirt, It shows No. 1, half the front; 
No. 2, the sleeve; No. 8, half the 
back; and No. 4, the cuff. See 
sketches. 

The small boy, “James,” in sketch 
f wears “a short blouse of nankeen 
open in front to the waist, and fast- 
ened by small loops and _ buttons. 
Loose short sleeves, and full under- 
sleeves of white cambric reaching 
only half way down the lower arm 
and gathered on a band. Short trou- 
sers, finished at the ends with tucks 
and a full trimming of needlework. 


“A broad-brimmed straw hat slight- 
ly turned up at the edge, and orna- 
mented with a long white ostrich 
feather. Strings of white ribbon, 
fixed at each side under the brim 
of the hat by small white rosettes. 
White socks, and boots of blue cash- 
mere.” 

“Jacob,” the boy with the hoop in 
sketch e, wears “a _ jacket of 
chequered cashmere; the chequers 
running in a lozenge form, and the 
pattern black on a cinnamon-colored 
ground. The jacket has a short basque 
or skirt, and is edged with several 
rows of narrow black velvet ribbon. 
It is fastened up the front by a 
row of black velvet buttons. 


“Trousers of white linen drilling. 
The sleeves of the jacket, which are 
demi-long and loose, are trimmed at 
the ends with rows of velvet ribbon. 
Full under-sleeves of white cambric, 
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the fullness gathered at the wrists 
on plain bands. A plain linen collar 
and straw cap.” 

Sketches e and f were taken from 
a bound copy of Peterson’s Mag- 
azine for 1854. 

The pattern for a boy’s dress, 
marked g, is typical of the late 
1850’s, and would make an excellent 
costume for a doll representing a 
small boy of the period. It was taken 
from an 1858 edition of Peterson’s 
Magazine. 

“The jacket and waistcoat are 
made of velvet of any color, with 
military braid to match for the trim- 
mings, and fancy buttons. The skirt 
is made of Orleans cloth, with two 
rows of velvet the same color as 
the jacket, the lower one being the 
broadest. The skirt is made rather 
full and quite ample in width. 

“The waistcoat fastens up the front 
with hooks, and, is finished with very 
narrow velvet braid. The same also 
goes round the collar. The dress only 
requires drawers with a deep Brode- 
rie edging to make it the most ele- 
gant of any out this season. We 
have made the diagram for this dress 
particularly plain, as it consists of 
a larger number of parts than usual. 

“1, skirt; 2, front; 3, back; 4, 
side; 5, sleeves; 6, cuff; 7, collar; 
8, waistcoat. 

“The lengths of the various parts 
are marked on the side. Of course, 
they may be varied, more or less, 
according to the size of the young 
lad.” 

An antique boy doll for every 
“girl” acquired would make a unique 
and valuable collection. The difficul- 
ty, of course, is in finding the “boys.” 
They are a challenge to any collector 
of antique dolls.

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ON 
TIME 


Odd Time- 
Keepers 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


I am continuously impressed by 
the immensity of the subject of time- 
keeping devices. Each step I take for- 
ward in knowledge leaves the horizon 
at the same unattainable distance 
ahead. 

Since these devices for measuring 
and recording the passage of time 
have been made from about the year 
1500 to the present time, there is a 
long history of 460 years to be en- 
compassed. The complete history of 
time-keeping devices has never been 
written, and, of course, never will be 
written. 

Furthermore, if all of the litera- 
ture on the subject, and there is a 
great mass of it, could be gathered 
together and correlated into one gi- 
gantic tome there would still re- 
main many unfilled gaps. 

This, of course, is what makes the 
hobby of collecting old time-pieces 
so tremendously fascinating. There 
is no beginning and no end. That is 
to say, no complete collection could 
ever be made. If one continues to 
seek, there will always be new and 
fascinating items turning up. Many 
of the items will not be found in 
any book, and one must rely on basic 
knowledge and logical deductions for 
identification, and, most of all, for 
restoration when that is necessary. 

Illustration No. 1. shows a clock 
which recently had a short but in- 
teresting sojourn‘ in my collection. 
When I acquired this clock the seller 
had the idea that it was a miniature 
reproduction of a tower clock. 





It seems that the person who had 
sold the clock to him stated that 
there was a paper giving the his- 
tory and the location of the tower 
clock of which this was purported to 
be a copy, but, unfortunately, the 
paper was lost. There was no in- 
tentional misrepresentation involved. 

When I first saw the clock it was 
so dirty and decrepit that it was 
difficult to recognize it as anything, 
and I found the tower clock theory 
to be quite acceptable. After bring- 
ing it home and working on it, I 
found out that it is known as a 
“Steam Hammer Clock” and, when 
one looks at it in this light, the 
whole idea becomes quite clear. It is 
a miniature copy of the giant steam 
hammers that were used in steel 
mills during the 19th century. 

The illusion of the steam hammer 
is very good indeed, as the photo- 
graph will show. The difference, of 
course, is that the steam hammer 
was at least three stories high, while 
this miniature copy is about 18 inch- 
es high. The faithfulness of the de- 
tail in the miniature is quite remark- 
able. 

The base of this clock is of pol- 
ished black marble and it stands on 
square and flat brass feet. The case 
is made up of black iron sheets that 
are held together by the brass trim. 

At the top there is the brass bound 
steam cylinder with its valve box. 
The small platform at the left, and 
about half way up the clock, was 
where the operator of the steam 
hammer stood. 

A lever, at the proper height above 
the platform, is connected by link- 
age to the valve box on the steam 
cylinder at the top. This was the 
means of controlling the rise and 
fall of the hammer. 

The steam cylinder, with its con- 
trols, is, of course only simulated to 
complete the picture of the steam 
hammer. This has nothing to do with 
the operation of the clock. 

The pendulum which is made like 
the hammer of the big machine, can 
be seen at the lower center of the 
clock. This moves up and down, ver- 
tically, as the steam hammer would 
move up and down. 

Most pendulums swing from side 
to side. I have seen some pendulums 
that swing from front to back. This 
is the only clock J have seen in which 
the pendulum moves up and down. 
There is one exception to this in the 
so-called Bouncing Baby clocks, but 
the principle on which they operate 
is quite different. 

Vhe dial of the clock is black iron, 
framed in brass. The numerals are 
cast of brass and affixed to the dial. 
The hands are brass. The clock is a 
reasonably good time-keeper. 

The mechanical means by which 
the pendulum is made to move up 
and down is of great interest to me. 
The basic movement is unmistakably 
French, with round solid brass plates, 
and the usual fine workmanship 
which characterizes French clocks. 

The movement is quite conven- 
tional and of the type made around 
the middle of the 19th century. The 
verge has pin pallets and there is 
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a count wheel to control the strik- 
ing action. The movement appears to 
be a standard one, up to a certain 
point, and the indications are that 
a standard movement was used but 
modified somewhat to do the job re- 
quired in this clock. 

The arbor, on which the verge is 
affixed, does not extend through the 
back plate since there are no crutch 
and no pendulum at the back of the 
movement. An arm is rigidly fixed 
to the verge arbor, and this arm 
has a stirrup-shaped fork extending 
in a horizontal plane toward the 
center of the movement. 

Another stirrup-shaped fork is piv- 
oted to the lower arm, and this arm 
extends upward. This vertical arm 
has a flexible connection with a 
tongue-shaped arm which is connect- 
ed to the tilting platform to which 
the pendulum is affixed. 

The tilting platform is suspended 
at a central point by three flat steel 
springs, crossed like an X, with two 
narrow springs on one side and one 
wider spring between them in the 
opposite direction. This type of sus- 
pension permits the tilting platform 
to teeter up and down but not side- 
ways. 

The pendulum is hung from the 
front end of this platform and there 
is a heavy counter balancing weight 
at the back end. There is also an 
inverted U shaped counter balance 
at the back of the platform with the 
arms extending down on either side 
of the movement and with lead 
weights at the ends. 

This balances the tilting platform 
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perfectly, and its flexible spring sus- 
pension permits it to be tilted up 
and down by the action of the es- 
cape wheel on the verge, and through 
the connecting arms between the 
verge arbor and the tilting platform. 

Since the pendulum is hung from 
the front end of this platform, it is 
raised and lowered, vertically, as the 
platform tilts forward and backward. 
The action of the pendulum, of 
course, simulates the action of the 
steam hammer which would strike 
pieces of iron placed on a table below 
it. The table in this clock, inciden- 
tally, is not original. 

There is a threaded arm extend- 
ing upward from the tilting platform, 
through a hole in the top plate of 
the clock case. A threaded segment 
on this arm will move up or down 
when it is turned in one direction 
or the other. Raising this segment 
will slow the clock, and lowering it 
will make it run faster. This is 
the means of regulating. The clock 
will keep good time if properly setup 
and regulated. 

It is interesting to note that this 
clock must be levelled, when set up, 
from front to back, rather than from 
side to side, as the usual pendulum 
clock would be. The clock must be

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to perform well. This, of course, 1s 
true of all precision-made clocks. 

Because of the French movement 
and the general workmanship 
throughout, it is safe to assume that 
these clocks were made in France. 
The assumption is that they were 
purchased by the steel companies for 
use in the office of the president or, 
perhaps, the board room. Indications 
are that they were also used in 
public exhibits of the industry. 
Another safe assumption is that not 
very many of them were made. This 
type clock is, therefore, a rare item 
and will not be found often. 

I do not own this clock now. 
Shortly after I got it restored and 
in good working order, I had a 
visit from a fellow member of The 
National Association of Watch And 
Clock Collectors. My friend wanted 
this clock, and, since he had other 
items that appealed to me, we con- 
summated a trade which is, I hope, 
satisfactory to both of us. At least, 
I had the fun of finding the clock 
and the joy of restoring it to attrac- 
tive usefulness. 

Illustration No. 2. shows a clock 
of a different nature, a fine Vienna 
regulator. These well made Austrian 
products, usually called Vienna Reg- 
ulators, enjoy a well deserved repu- 
tation as time-keepers, They are wall 
type, weight-operated clocks and are 
capable of great accuracy. Many of 
them are overly ornate. 

This one is a plainer than usual 
model. It originally had three finials 
at the top and three at the bottom,

There is a large verge, with adjust- 
able pallets, covering a third of the es- 
cape wheel teeth. The long wood pen- 
dulum, with its large and heavy brass 
bob, beats eight times to the minute, 
or three-quarter seconds per beat. 

The dial for the seconds hand is 
graduated to 60, butthisis not sec- 
onds since the hand makes a com- 
plete revolution in 45 seconds. It is 
actually a beat hand rather than a 
seconds hand.

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formance cost only 50 cents, “the 
same as are charged $1.50 at other 
first-class theatres,” and could be 
secured ten days in advance. The 
price and availability of tickets was 
but one of many differences with our 
modern theatre, however. 

The theatre district, although cen- 
tered around Broadway in 1870 as 
in 1960, was situated on or near 
lower Broadway up to 14th Street, 
such as Niblo’s Theatre, near Prince 
Street; the Olympic Theatre near 
West Houston Street; the Broadway 
Theatre between Broome and Spring 
Streets; and Wallack’s Theatre on 
the corner of 18th Street. Union 
Square was another focal point of 
Theatrical activity, with the Union 
Square Theatre, the Academy of Mu- 
sic, the Germania, and J. H. Haver- 
ly’s Fourteenth Street Theatre lo- 
cated in this area. rhotographs in 
the Society’s exhibit also include the 
Grand Opera House, 8th Avenue and 
23rd Street; and the Booth Theatre 
at 6th Avenue and 28rd _ Street. 
Sarah Bernhardt made her American 
debut at the Booth Theatre in 1880. 

Young actors learned their trade 
in stock companies, not in schools of 
acting as they do today. These com- 
panies, such as Augustin Daly’s in 
New York, usually boasted estab- 
lished stars (in this case John Drew, 
Otis Skinner and Mrs. Gilbert), a 
theatre in which to perform (Daly’s 
Theatre), and a definite reputation 
and theatrical style to uphold. Daly’s 
Company excelled in light comedy, 
as did Wallack’s; the Booth Compa- 
ny in Shakespearian drama; _ the 
Union Square Company in melodrama 
and contemporary plays of social 
comment. 

The “star system” prevailed in the 
1870s. Except for the business tran- 
sactions handled by the manager, 
who was also the producer and direc- 
tor of his plays, the artistic control 
of a production was likely to be 
dominated by the star performer, who 
was not only free to interpret his 
own part as he saw it, but those of 
the supporting cast as well. It is 
also interesting to note that a star 
might have a repertory of only ten

tinue to act again and again through- 
out his entire career. Actors often 
became identified with certain roles; 
for example Booth as “Hamlet,” Sar- 
ah Bernhardt as “Camille” and Jo- 
seph Jefferson as “Rip Van Winkle.” 
The classics like Shakespeare’s plays 
and Sheridan’s comedies were the 
backbone of the theatre, although 
contemporary plays, particularly far- 
ces and melodramatic offerings, were 
often acted. Most of the plays writ- 
ten during this period, such as Dion 
Boucicault’s Irish comedies, have 
largely been forgotten. 

The “stars” in the exhibit, photo- 
graphed in roles they portrayed on 
the stage, include Edwin Booth, Jo- 
seph Jefferson, William F. Cody 
(Buffalo Bill), Dion Boucicault, Lil- 
lian Russell, Sarah Bernhardt, Fan- 
ny Davenport, Julia Marlowe, and 
many others. 

The exhibition is open to the pub- 
lic daily, except Mondays, 1 to 5, 
Saturdays 10 to 5. Admission is free. 





DE YOUNG MUSEUM TO 
RECEIVE FAMED COLLECTION 


Again a great collection will come 
to the de Young Museum! 


Judge and Mrs. Lucius Peyton 
Green of Los Angeles, after several 
meetings, have just advised the Mu- 
seum’s Board of Trustees of their 
firm determination to bequeath their 
private collection of old master 
paintings, sculptures, furniture and 
objets d’art to San Francisco’s mu- 
seum in Golden Gate Park. 


The Green collection has been right- 
fully called the most important pri- 
vate collection of old masters in Los 
Angeles. Actually, it is one of the 
few collections of old art of distinc- 
tion in this country which has re- 
mained in private hands, since most 
others have been given to museums 
or dispersed by sale. 


The Greens, guided by the late 
William R. Valentiner, one of the 
world’s foremost art experts, have 
concentrated chiefly upon English and 
French 18th century art to which 
they have added a few significant Ita- 
lian paintings of the same period. In 
more recent years, they have also 
acquired some Dutch paintings of the 
17th century, the last addition being 
a major work by Holland’s greatest 
painter, Rembrandt: the well-known 
splendid Portrait of a Young Wom- 
an which they purchased directly 
from the famous collection of Prince 
Lichtenstein. 

Outstanding among ,the English 
paintings are Gainsborough’s “Hobbi- 
nol and Ganderetta” (two peasant 
girls in a landscape, ex collection 
Louis de Rothschild); “The Claver- 
ing Children” and “Portrait of Mrs. 
Thomas Grove” by Romney; “Por- 
trait of Mrs. Scott Moncrieff” by 
Raeburn; The Godsal Children: 


‘The Setting Sun,’ one of the very 
best paintings by John MHoppner 
which once belonged to J. Pierpont 
Morgan. There are also good and 
characteristic works by Reynolds, 
Lawrence, and John Russel. 


Of unique importance among the 
French group is a work by the fore- 
most artist of the century and one 
of France’s greatest painters, Jean- 
Antoine Watteau. No other artist 
embodies the charm and elegance of 
French 18th century art as does 
Watteau. Since the span of his life 
was short and his works are rare, 
the presence alone of this “Danse 
Paysanne,” a work of unquestioned 
authenticity and of excellent pre- 
servation, serves to emphasize the 
high standard of the collection. 

Brilliant paintings by Lancret, Pa- 
ter, Nattier, and Boucher round out 
the image of the earlier, Louis XVth 
period. From the later phase, the pe- 
riod of Louis XVIth, we find an ex- 
ceptionally fine work by Greuze, the 
enchanting “Triccteuse Endormie” 
which depicts a little girl who has 
fallen asleep while knitting. The 
greatest painter of this period, Fra- 
gonard, is extremely well represent- 
ed by a portrait of a little boy and 
the dazzling canvas with a cupid be- 
tween roses representing “L’Amour” 
which is the companion piece of Fra- 
gonard’s “La Folie” in the National 
Gallery of Art, Washington, D. C. 

French landscape art is repres- 
ented bya Mediterranean seaport at 
sunrise by the great French land- 
scapist of the 17th century, Claude 
Lorrain. About a century later but, 
likewise, set against a background 
of classical architecture is Hubert 
Robert’s “Italian Peasant Women 
Washing at a Fountain.” Well- 
groomed park views by Moreau and 
Hilair give a good idea of the dec- 
orative concept of landscapes pre- 
vailing in the late 18th century. 

“Landscapes” in a sense, but being 
Venetian scenes devoid of greenery, 
are three views of Venice by the 
greatest specialists in this field, Ca- 
naletto and Guardi. The two Canalet- 
tos, both showing the Palace of the 
Doges and its surroundings, were 
acquired by the Greens from the fa- 
mous collection of Prince Lichten- 
stein whose ancestor fiad purchased 
them directly from the artist. They 
are among the very finest examples 
by his hand. Though small in size, 
Guardi’s view of the “Punta Della 
Salute” in its sparkling brushwork 
and silver tones represents the artist 
extremely well. Lately the Greens 
have added a delightful view of a 
German town by Canaletto’s nephew, 
Bellotto. 


The sculptures of the Green col’ 2c- 
tion are all from the 1&8tn century. 
Outstanding among them is an ex- 
quisite marble statuette of a bath- 
ing girl by Falconet, one of the only 
three marble works of small scale of 
which the execution can be attrib- 
uted with certainty to the master’s 
own hands. Two enchanting childrens’ 
busts in marble are by the gifted 
sculptor, Louis-Claude Vasse. A 
bronze, “Nymph and Satyr,” by Clo- 
dion and a marble Cupid by Pigalle 
are other examples of French 18th 
century sculpture.

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Old Mechanical Banks

Frog on Arched Track Bank

An interesting early tin mechanical bank is our choice 
as No. 91 in the numerical classification of mechanical 
banks. The bank is the Frog On Arched Track. One 
of its points of interest has to do with the fact that a 
penny is necessarily involved in the action and operation 
of the bank. Also the 1871 date of the bank adds great 
interest when we realize that in only eleven more years 
it will be 100 years old. 

It is fairly accurate to assume that the Frog On 
Arched Track was not made over a long period of time 
nor in any great quantities since all factors surrounding 
the bank indicate this to be so. Therefore, using the 
patent date of 1871 to establish the age of the bank 
at 100 years in 1971 is logical. For comparison this 
could not be done on the same basis in the case of the 
Tammany Bank. 

The Tammany was made over a long period of years 
and in great quantities but all specimens of the bank 
bear the same early patent date of December 23, 1873. 
However, certain minor casting changes in the name, 
the base plate, coin trap, and so on can be used to 
identify and place individual examples of the bank in 
fairly accurate periods and time of manufacture. These 
factors surrounding the Tammany Bank are of in- 
terest, however, they do not have any great meaning 
from a monetary standpoint since all examples of the 
bank sell in the same price range provided their gen- 


eral condition is comparable. 
The Frog On Arched Track was patented December 5, 


1871 by James Fallows of Philadelphia, Pa. The patent 
papers frequently mention and always refer to the figure 
as a toad, not a frog, but the bank has been known 
for years as the Frog On Arched Track and this name 
has been descriptive enough to identify it. Under the 
circumstances it would seem best to continue to use 
the established name rather than change it to the Toad 
On Arched Track and possibly cause confusion. 

It should be noted that Mr. Fallows’ patent papers 
were issued on the basis of an “Improvement In Toy 
Toads,” not as a mechanical bank, toy money box, or 
savings device. However, since there is a receptacle that 
retains the coins and since it has been accepted over 
the years as a toy savings device, then it is probably 
properly classified as a mechanical bank. There are, 
however, known examples of toys that use a coin in 
their action that are not mechanical banks and had no 
provision for retaining the coins. These are simply toys 
and have no possibility of being classed as mechanical 
banks. 

The bank shown is from the collection of Leon J. 
Perelman and he obtained it several years ago from an 
antique dealer in Sanatoga, Pa., who had found the 
bank in a home in the vicinity. It is completely orig- 
inal, in good working order, and the paint shows very 
little wear, particularly for a tin stencilled bank of this 
type and age. The entire bank with the exception of 
the green toad is painted a bright reddish orange color. 
There are stencilled designs in gold on the arched sides 
and the den of the toad. The patent date of the bank is 
also stencilled in gold. While the bank is made of heavy 
tin it bears mention that the toad is a brass stamping.

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The Breakers 


By LETTY A. SPINO 


As we all know, Newport, R .I. 
was once the social capital of Amer- 
ica. The financially and socially prom- 
inent people built fabulously lavish 
mansions predominantly for use as 
summer residences. 

Many of the homes are still stand- 
ing and still occupied. They are 
driven by and stared at by countless 
Rhode Islanders and tourists. 

Within the past few years, some 
have been leased to the Newport 
Preservation Society and are now 
open to the public. For a small sum, 
you can go on a guided tour of 
the past. 

One of these lavish mansions is 
the Breakers, located on the famous 
Cliff Walk in Newport. It is an out- 
standing example of the style of ar- 
chitecture prevailing in the late 19th 
century. 

In 1885, Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
grandson of Commodore Vanderbilt 
who was founder of the family for- 
tune, bought the property. It had a 
brick and frame house, a caretaker’s 
lodge, and stables. 

Mr. Vanderbilt added extensive 
greenhouses, a children’s playhouse, 
and a north wing. The house was 
used by his family as a summer 
home until it was destroyed by fire 
seven years later. 


The new house was modeled after 
the great Renaissance palaces of 
Italy and was completely fireproof. 
No timber was used in its construc- 
tion. The walls were stone, brick, and 
tile. Floors were made of marble,

tile, terrazo, mosaic, and oak par- 
quetry. 

A most remarkable fact is that the 
construction was completed in two 
years. This is a fantastically short 
time considering there were none of 
the modern devices as used in build- 
ing today. 

Also, most of the materials in the 
house had to be imported. Marble 
and alabaster were brought from 
Italy and Africa, Caen stone from 
France; and rare wood, mosaics, and 
antique panelling from different 
parts of the world. 

The four-story house has 70 rooms. 
Thirty-three of the rooms on the top 
floors were used for servants and 
the staff. 

Touring the house, you begin by 
passing through a pair of impressive 
carved oak doors. Although massive, 
they are so skilfully hung and bal- 
anced that a touch of the finger will 
move them. 

On the left of the entrance hall 
is a small room that was used as 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s study. It is pan- 
eled in quartered oak and plainly 
furnished. 

The reception-room is on the right. 
The whole room was taken from an 
old house in Paris where it had been 
made by order of Queen Marie An- 
toinette for her god-daughter. 

The wood paneling is ornamented 
with delicately carved and gilded de- 
signs against a cream background. 
A large mirror hangs above the 
white marble fireplace, and the gilded 
Louis XVI furniture is upholstered 
in Beauvais tapestry. On the floor 
is a deep-pile Savonnerie rug. 

Proceeding up the wide marble 
steps you reach the galleried great

hall which rises over 45 feet through 
two floors. The distant ceiling is 
painted to appear as a cloud-swept 
sky. 

One wall in the hall is almost all 
glass, giving a view over the ter- 
races to the ocean. The other three 
walls, faced with Caen stone im- 
ported from France, are carved and 
ornamented with plaques of rare 
marble. 

On one side is the grand staircase 
which divides at the landing and 
rises in graceful sweeps to the bal- 
cony. Overlooking the landing is a 
hand-woven Flemish tapestry of tre- 
mendous size, and more than 350 
years old. 

In the south wing is the library 
and alcove which are paneled with 
Cireassian walnut stamped in gold 
and decorated with bas-relief carv- 
ings in the style of the High Renais- 
sance. The arched recesses and glazed 
book-eases are filled with beautiful- 
ly bound volumes. 

Adjoining the library is the grand 
salon which was used for either re- 
citals or dancing. It was designed 
by a French architect and made by 
a firm of French cabinet-makers. The 
work was completed down to the last 
detail and shipped to this country 
in huge packing cases. 


The pale gray and gold of the 
wall paneling makes a lovely back- 
ground for the red velvet upholstery. 
Over the blue-gray Campian marble 
fireplace is a mirror which reflects 
the richness of the room. 


The morning room, also made in 
France, affords a view of the ter- 
race, grounds, and ocean. The deli- 
cate Italian Renaissance paintings 
on the panels in four corners of the 
room represent eight of the nine 
muses, 


Paintings representing the four ele- 
ments—earth, fire, water, and air— 
are on the panels of the mahogany 
doors. The ceiling is painted to show 
the four seasons of the year. 


Utilizing the natural beauty of 
the materials used, the billiard room 
has walls from floor to ceiling of 
matched slabs of pale gray-green 
Cipollino marble. Decorating the mar- 
ble mantel is a carved alabaster 
panel. 


Above the arcades, alabuaster- 
framed diamonds and roundels are 
filled with insets of various colored 
precious marbles. The white mosaic 
ceiling is banded with Italian Re- 
naissance floral motives. The poof ta- 
ble in the center of the room is of 
San Domingo mahogany. 


The most impressive room is the 
dining-room which measures .42 feet 
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by 58 feet and is two stories high. 
On the ceiling is a painting of Auro- 
ra at Dawn. 

Twelve huge monolithic shafts of 
red alabaster support the gilded cor- 
nice decorated with garlands and 
masks. They are topped with gilded 
bronze Corinthian capitals. In the 
arches of the ceiling are life-size fig- 
ures. 

A Renaissance design painted on 
silver leaf frames the Cipollino mar- 
ble fireplace. Two huge crystal chan- 
deliers and 12 crystal wall sconces 
furnish the lighting. 


An unusual featnre of the room 
is the large plate-glass window 
which faces the main hall and frames 
the fountain under the grand stair- 
case. The main table is of carved 
oak inlaid with lemon-wood. It seats 
84 people when fully extended. Both 
the draperies and unholstery are of 
red damask. 


One whole side of the exceptional- 
ly large kitchen is occupied by a 
large coal-burning range and broiler, 
with a mechanically rotated spit. 
Hanging from the racks over the 
metal table in the center of the room 
are copper pots of every shape and 
size imaginable. 


The room that was used as the 
family dining-room or _ breakfast- 
room is finished in antique paneling 
from a house in France of the time 
of Louis XV. Its decoration of pale 


green with gilded moulding is an ef- 
fective setting for the Paonazetto 
marble mantel-piece and the maho- 
gany furniture. Displayed in glazed 
cabinets on each side of the fireplace 
is a choice collection of Greek pot- 
tery, early china, and glass. 

Ten sleeping apartments are lo- 
cated on the second floor and may 
be reached by automatic elevators. 
Although not as elaborate as some 
of the other rooms in the Breakers, 
they are tastefully decorated. ; 

Most of the wood-work and furni- 
ture is painted antique ivory and the 
walls are covered with figured fab- 
ric. Tiled bath-rooms adjoin each 
room. 

From the balcony a winding side 
stairway leads down past the mez- 
zanine floor to the great hall and 
main entrance. 


Two medallions are carved in the 
stone of the entrance. One has the 
initials of the owner. The other has 
oak leaves and acorns which was the 
family symbol. This symbol is found 
in carvings throughout the house, 

Also found in the stone of the en- 
trance are the Roman numerals for 
the dates 1893 to 1895—the length of 
time it took to build this master- 
piece of lavishness.

The Deccan 


PART V 
By GRACE KALER 


The North of India was formerly 
called Hindustan, and the Peninsula 
was sometimes known as the Deccan 
(meaning South)—though generally 
this term indicated the northern and 
central parts of the Peninsula. 

In the Deccan the ideals of Hindu 
culture advanced and flourished after 
the Gupta period (320-600 A.D.), 
while in Northern India the stand- 
ards declined somewhat. 

Aryan influence had penetrated the 
entire Peninsula, and this influence, 
combined with local convention, cre- 
ated a vigorous culture. This in turn, 
had a strong influence on Indian civ- 
ilization as a whole. 

The early history of the Deccan 
remains rather obscure, With the ex- 
ception of images found at Amarvati, 
on the Tunga Bhadra river, the old- 
est existing examples of Deccanese 
metal sculpture should not be dated 
earlier than the ninth or 10th cen- 
tury A.D. 

However, it would not be correct 
to assume that the metal sculpture 
of the Deccan was developed at a 
much later date than that of the 
North. Important evidence indicates 
that from ancient time—preceding 
the reign of the Mauryan King Aso- 
ka (255-237 B.C.)—the Deccan had 
a highly developed civilization, quite 
independent of the North. 

Only from the beginning of the 
Christian era did the religion and 
philosophy of North India initiate 
any influence on the Deccan. 

The political history of the me- 
diaeval Deccan is largely concerned 
with the struggle between the pow- 
ers controlling the western Deccan, 
and the Coromandel Coast in the 
Chola country of South India. 

After having been over-ruled for 
centuries, this ancient Tamil King- 
dom rose again in the 10th century, 
and, for some 300 years, ruled the 
Coromandel Coast and much of the 
eastern Deccan. This gave the peo- 
ple substantial security and support- 
a a flourishing social and cultural 
ife. 

The earliest known imperiai dy- 
nasty of the Deccan was the Andhra 
rule. This was an important King- 
dom which rose in the northwest Dec- 
can from the ruins of the realm of 
the Mauryas, and was in power from 
the early third century b.U. to the 
third century A.D. 

No examples of metal sculpture 
from the Andhra dynasty are known 
to exist. There are extant Andhra 
stone sculptures, the originals of 
which might have been cast in metal. 

The history of the Deccan again 
becomes obscure between the decline 
of the Andhra rule and the rise of 
the Chalukya dynasty, which was

founded by Pulakesin I in the mid- 
dle of the sixth century. 

His son and successor, Pulake- 
sin II, in the seventh century, suc- 
cessfully resisted the attacks of King 
Harsha from the North and com- 
pelled him to acknowledge the Nar- 
bada river as the boundary line be- 
tween their dominions. 

The sovereignty of the Deccan was 
passed on to the Rashtrakutas in 
the middle of the eighth century. 
This dynasty remained in rule for 
nearly two and a half centuries. 

During the reigns of the Chalu- 
kyas and the Rashtrakutas many 
magnificent temples — containing 
splendid sculptures — were built in 
all parts of the kingdom. Some of 
the finest cave temples were exca- 
vated under these leaders, and the 
structures have remained fairly well 
preserved to the present time. 

Much sculpture of unusual merit 
is contained in the great Buddha 
cave temples of the western Deccan. 
Perhaps the finest are the numerous 
figures of donors, often carved in 
high relief on the cave walls, These 
representations seem to be idealized 
portraits of the wealthy patrons of 
the Buddhist caves. 

Though the Chalukyas were Hindu 
followers of Brahmanism, they were 
tolerant of all religions. At the be- 
ginning of the 10th century they re- 
established themselves in the south- 
ern Deccan. 

However, by this time the Chola 


rulers had gained dominion over the 
other powers of the Far Southern 
kingdom, and the northward expan- 
sion of empire brought them into 
conflict with the ruling authorities 
of the Deccan. 

In the 12th century the Chalukyas 
failed in strength and most of their 
possessions passed into the hands of 
new rulers. 

Temples of unique grandeur were 
erected. Many majestic metal images 
of superb workmanship were placed 
in these edifices of worship. 

There evolved a splendid style in 
architecture and sculpture, with char- 
acteristics which can easily be dis- 
tinguished from other Indian styles 
of metal art and architecture. 

Unfortunately, the history of sculp- 
ture in the Deccan was to end in 
the same way that it ended in North 
India. In the 14th century the Isla- 
mic forces of the North invaded the 
Deccan and over-powered the reign- 
ing rulers, robbed their capital ci- 
ties, and reduced them to ruin. 

Traditional mediaeval art in the 
Deccan experienced a glorious revi- 
val. Of no other past period do we 
know so many impressive and rich- 
ly decorated Indian temples, halls, 
pavilions, gateways, and_ votive 
images in bronze and stone; but this 
seems to have been a somewhat par- 
tial religious art—becoming more and 
more disassociated from the people. 

Eventually, the real folk-art of 
the time extended its influence until 
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merely a suggestion of types sur- 
vived—transformed beyond recogni- 
tion. 

In the early 16th century architec- 
tural activity became intensified at 
Vijayanagar, on the Tunga Bhadra 
river, and in the provinces. Moslem 
architects and stucco workers were 
employed to build the imperial pal- 
aces, and South Indian masters to 
construct the imperial temples. 

The decoration of these structures 
remained very simple, and the local 
style of folk-art was applied to the 
sculptures. 

The Vijayanagar rule reached its 
highest distinction under King Krish- 
na Deva Raya, (1509-1529). Krishna 
Deva was not only a man of mili- 
tary skill, he was also a gentleman 
of the highest culture—an impartial 
and liberal donor of all sects alike, 
a great builder, and patron of lit- 
erature. 

One authority has expressed the 
belief that if the great King Krish- 
na Deva Raya had lived longer, he 
might have completely driven the 
Moslems from the Deccan. 

This last great King of Hindu In- 
dia is represented in a South India 
temple in a life-size bronze statue— 
along with figures of his Queens.

examples of large-size repousse work 
in the round. They do not reveal any 
effect of plastic modelling, but in 
their well-fashioned form the metal- 
lie quality and sculptural stability 
are expressive. Each figure bears an 
identifying inscription. 

In the 16th and 17th centuries the 
Mogul emperors unified practically 
all of North India and much of the 
Deccan. They built up an empire such 
as had not been seen since the Gupta 
period. 

The special splendor of the Mogul 
period has left its influence on India

They Grew Out 
of Hobbies 


By BESS F. TERRY 


I am a confirmed hobbiest, and 
today I operate a “three-ring circus 
—Terry’s Antiques, T & B Sales 
Company, and Terry’s Experimental 
Farm. All of these grew out of hob- 
bies. 

When the late Charles Terry and I 
were married in 1935, it was still 
depression time. We could not af- 
ford expensive pictures for our walls 
but I had collected plates—Royal 
Vienna and blue historical. We de- 
cided that these would be our wall 
decorations. 

To hang the plates, we used copies 
of the plate hanger model in 
Prime’s book, “Pottery and Porce- 
lain.” By the time a couple of plates 
‘were chipped, Charles threw down 
the pliers and said, “H---, there’s a 
better way than this!’ So the plate 
hanger with the spring came into 
being. 

When friends and customers at 
our antique shop saw my plates hang- 
ing, they immediately began asking 
for hangers for themselves. Final- 
ly, one collector persuaded us to try 
advertising in HOBBIES. We start-

ed with the little one inch ad, ad- 
vertising only the single spring plate 
hanger for 7” to 11” plates. 

The success of this crude hanger 
was phenomenal. The hanger was la- 
ter improved to the double spring 
hanger, with no weight on _ the 
springs, made of brass wire soft 
enough to bend to the contour of 
the most fragile plates, and yet with 
the strength to hold heavy plates. 
In the meantime, many other items 
were added to the line. 

Charles operated the antiques shop 
and I taught school in the city of 
Tulsa to supplement our income as 
many housewives find it necessary 
to do today. With the improvement 
of business, I retired from teaching 
and took my place in the business, 
so when it became necessary for me 
to take over the operation of T & B 
Sales Company I was not entirely 
without the knowledge and experi- 
ence to keep it going. 

In 1948 J was asked if I would be 
interested in the organization of a 
button society. The Tulsa Button Club 
was organized that year. Attending 
its first meeting was my introduc- 
tion to good buttons. 

I attended my first National But- 
ton Society show in 1950 at the Ho- 
tel Continental in Kansas City. I 
will return there again in 1961 and 
it will be my great pleasure to pre- 
side as president of this organization 
at the same Hotel Continental. 

I used to think if I spent a dime 
for a button it was a great extrava- 
gance, but one day my husband 


asked to see what I had collected in 
the way of buttons and when I 
showed him, his remark was, “If 
you are going to buy buttons, buy 
some good ones.”

Of course, that was all I needed 
by way of encouragement, and to- 
day it is hard for me to pass up a 
well-carved pearl. 

I suppose I could assemble 150 
trays of pearl buttons. I have a 
comprehensive collection of pearl but- 
tons from the lowliest to the best, 
and, incidentally, the tray most diffi- 
cult for me to assemble was the lit- 
tle lowly small-size four-hole sew- 
thru pearl. These are found mostly 
in “poke boxes;” and at the meet- 
ings I always have had so many 
other things to do that I didn’t have 
time to “poke.” 

I often buy two of a kind be- 
cause when I get one tray assem- 
bled, for instance, of assorted carved 
pearl, I may go off on another tan- 
gent for cameo carved heads; and 
I dislike seeing an empty spot on 
an otherwise fine tray. However, I 
think of all the pearl buttons that 
I have, my favorite ones are made 
of abalone shell. 

There were some notable digres- 
sions from the antiques business and 
T & B Sales Company. My husband, 
who had never lived on a farm, 
bought 7% acres near Tulsa, and 
we made an unbelievable number 
of mistakes. 

Cows that we bought sickened. 
Ducks which were not killed by tur- 
tles in the creek decided the pond 
was safer and proceeded to eat the 
goldfish. Guineas that wanted to 
cross the road didn’t make it. And 
pigs born during winter came into 
my apartment bathroom and were 
fed with a bottle. 

A barn was built and much money 
spent on making rockeries and fer- 
tilizing the black gumbo soil. When 
the cows were out of the picture, and 
raising pigs in a bathtub not prac- 
tical, we moved into the barn. I 
still live in a barn and don’t like it! 

I became interested in daylilies 
as a matter of necessity. A ravine 
cuts across a large area of the farm 
and [ needed rock plants for the 
edge. I asked Henry Sass, noted iris 
and daylily hybridizer, for early 
dwarf daylilies to bloom with the 
iris. He couldn’t supply them, so I 
determined to develop my own early 
dwarfs. 

My policy the past two years has 
been to spend the forenoon working 
with the plants and the afternoon in 
the office of T & B Sales Company. 
In between times, there is likely to 
be an antiques customer who must 
be waited on. 

I usually arise very early and get 
the paper and have my coffee so 
that I am ready to see the daylilies 
as they open. Since [ do hybridizing, 
evaluations must be made, rogueing 
done, and crosses that I think might 
be promising made and marked. 


My blooming season, for the early 
daylilies begins the latter part of 
April. And in October we enjoy the 
reblooming of many varieties. I find 
that I can make crosses even late in 
September and have matured seeds 
by frost. Last year 12,000 daylilies 
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bloomed for the first time; this year 
12,000 more bloomed; and next year 
there will be some 16,000 to come 
into bloom for the first time. 

Watching their development is no 
mere child’s play. It is one of the 
most inspiring and enjoyable experi- 
ences of my life. It has its disappoint- 
ments, too. 

How wonderful the daylilies look 
early in the morning when wet with 
dew. But when our Oklahoma sun 
comes out, and, as it often does, the 
temperature rises to 95 or 100 de- 
grees, or even more, the majority of 
them may be a sorry sight by mid- 
afternoon. 

After 5 o’clock the re-evaluation 
of their worth must be made. Even 
at dark the work is not yet done be- 
cause one must know how late they 
stay open. I do not often return to 
the field after 11 p.m. with a flash- 
light. Because if a daylily remains 
open until 11 p.m. it is good enough 
for me. 

Of course, the daylily gets its name 
“flower for a day” because it is 
a flower for a day. Some have been 
developed which do remain open 24 
hours and even more, but these are 
still too few, and this improvement 
is something that all hybridizers are 
striving for. 

Among these is my own “Sooner 
Gold,” which is open when I arise 
in the morning and often lasts un- 
til noon the next day. It is also a 
very prolific rebloomer. It is not 
spectacular as to size, as is my 
“Spring Gold,” but its substance and 
performance, as well as fragrance, 
give it a dignified place among the 
early earlies. It often is in bloom 
here in Oklahoma the last few days 
of April and repeats in all its glory 
from September 15 until frost. 

Readying the garden for the tour 
of the Regional Hemerocallis Society 
next spring will be a big job. The 
garden has been on the tour in the 
past for the National Hemerocallis 
Society and the American Iris Socie- 
ty, and is always open to visitors. 

“Once a pack rat, always a pack 
rat.” That is so true of me. I think 
every hobbiest is a “pack rat.” I 
carry home plants for the garden, 
luster cups and saucers (which I re- 
fuse to sell), netsukes, and beads. 
And more recently, I have started 
coin collecting. My excuse for this 
last hobby is that I hope to interest 
my three young grandsons. Getting 
them started in coin collecting will 
be my Christmas present this year. 

My walls are bursting with things. 
I don’t know how I am going to 
get another single item into the 
house. But just let me.see some-

thing interesting that I think I can’t 
live without, and I will find a place 
for it. 

However, of all my hobbies, I 
have found that button collecting is 
one of the most satisfying for long 
winter evenings. But with the spring, 
and 7% acres crying for attention 
from March until frost, buttons are 
put away until winter returns. 

The old man with the scythe is 
creeping up behind my back, and I 
am beginning to find that operating 
three businesses is too much. A 16- 
hour day is not good when there are 
so many other things I want to do. 
Yes, fishing is one of my hobbies, 
too, and I must make up some time 
lost.

This is a two weight clock and it 
strikes the hours and half-hours on 
a wire gong of pleasing mellowness. 
A surprising feature is that the clock 
is a pull cord repeater. This is sur- 
prising because one seldom finds a 
half-hour strike movement with the 
repeating action. The repeating ac- 
tion is the last hour only. The half- 
hour position is erased and the rack 
is permitted to fall to the position 
of the last hour strike when the 
cord is pulled. 

A great many of these fine clocks 
were imported to this country dur- 
ing the 19th century and, consequent- 
ly, they are not of great rarity. They 
are, however, very much to be de- 
sired as accurate time-keepers and 
as beautiful clocks. 

This clock, as most of them do, 
has a clear glass in the front door 
and clear glass panels in the sides 
from top to bottom. The back of the 
case, which shows through the door, 
is made of a striped grain wood, set 
at a V angle and with a diamond 
pattern in the center, which is very 
pleasing. The framework of the case 
is made of mahogany and a burled 
wood intermixed, which takes and 
holds a nice finish. 

I neglected to mention that, when 
this clock came into my possession, 
the weights were hung directly down 
from the drums and it would run 
for three days at a winding. I put 
compounding pulleys at the top so 
that the weights can be raised high- 
er and it now runs five days at one 
winding. 

There are some unusual features 
about this clock and [ thought it was 
worthy of a place in this article 
purely as a beautiful clock and a 
highly accurate time-keeper.

But, out of the saddle, Re- 
vere was a master craftsman of fine 
silverware and a bell founder of note.

And one of the most 
interesting bells cast in the Revere 
mould spoke to me while I was in 
Washington, D. C. reminding me of 
my country’s glorious past.

Charmed by the silvery tones of a 
bell floating out of the steeple of 
St. John’s church on _ Lafayette 
Square across from the White House 
I entered that beautiful old edifice, the 
“church of Presidents,” to find out 
how old their bell might be. 

I was referred to St. John’s dis-

tinguished organist, Sherman J. 
Kreuzburg, who told me I had indeed 
found the bell of bells. His knowl- 
edge concerning the romance and his- 
tory of this bell is fascinating. When 
hung in the St. John’s steeple this 
was the first bell ever used in Colo- 
nial Washington to call people to- 
gether for Christian church services. 

In his research Mr. Kreuzburg 
found out that President Monroe had 
presented a captured British cannon 
te St. John’s to be placed in the 
church’s front yard until such a 
time as the congregation felt they 
could afford to have it cast into a 
bell! 

At the time of the presentation 
there was no portico or steeple in 
which to hang a bell. After the burn- 
ing of the Capitol during the War 
of 1812 the famous architect, La- 
trobe, not only rebuilt our National 
Capitol, but designed the present 
portico from which springs the three 
tiered belfry of St. John’s, sur- 
mounted by a gold dome and weather- 
vane, 

This “facet” of “my” bell was fas- 
cinating indeed, but there was more! 
The old British cannon had been 
sent to Paul Revere’s bell foundry 
in Massachusetts for its reincarna- 
tion.

of destruction changed by the alche- 
my of a fiery furnace into a shining 
bell! Mar’s roar of battle metamor- 
phosed into the sweet toned notes 
of a bell—ringing for the joys of 
peace! And by whom? Paul Revere! 
I was carried away. 

Feeling that I must DO SOME- 
THING about this bell Mr. Kreuz- 
burg suggested that I meet someone 
who had, Nancy Poore Tufts, the 
nationally known Director of the Po- 
tomac Handbell Choirs. 

Mrs. Tufts had, in 1957, climbed 
with her younger group up into the 
hazardous heighths of the belfry, bal- 
ancing on rafters and choking on 
the dust of more than a century. But 
it was SHE who discovered that the 
inscription raised in bas relief on 
the shoulder of the bell read “RE- 
VERE, BOSTON, 1822.” 

Mrs. Tufts notified the proper au- 
thorities. The Evening Star carried 
the story of the finding of a rare 
Revere Bell in Washington. Edward 
Stickney of Bedford, Mass., who had 
painstakingly compiled a list of known 
Revere bells, rejoiced to know anoth- 
er “lost” bell had been found. And 
St. John’s threw its Cassock in the 
air at being reminded it was the 
proud possessor of such a bell which 
had been ringing right over the 
heads of the worshipers for well over 
a hundred years. 

I got so excited I took off in all 
directions to gather the parapher- 
nalia for a bell rubbing. For, if a 
bell collector can’t “buy, beg, bor- 
row, or steal’ a particular bell he 
desires, then the only way out of 
his frustration-psychosis is to climb 
up into the.very realms where bells 
hang, and angels fear to tread! 

There, figuratively holding on with 
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his eyebrows, he proceeds to place 
a piece of brown wrapping paper 
over the raised inscription and rub 
gently with a crayon until up comes 
a reasonable facsimile thereof! 

Filing away this precious piece of 
paper with its rubbing proves that 
“you were there” and automatically 
affiliates you with one of the most 
exclusive clubs in the world—THE 
BELL RUBBERS, Ltd. Begun in 
England in the 17th century, it is 
an art practiced by all pixilated bell 
collectors. Although it is not abso- 
lutely necessary to be crazy , , , 
it helps! 

The rector of St. John’s, an ar- 
dent student of American History 
suggested that a photographer per- 
petuate this momentous occasion by 
taking a picture of this bell which 
had hung for 188 years in the cu- 
pola of this church, echoing the 
great events of our history. 

First, in 1822, it was used as an 
alarum, warning of fires and sound- 
ing curfew. Then it called together 
political assembly. It rejoiced over 
American victories. It mourned the 
passing of Presidents McKinley, Lin- 
coln, Harding, Roosevelt, and many 
a famous diplomat, and judge. 

Every President at some time came 
at its call to worship. It was also 
rung to call together the members of 
the Grand Lodge of Masons, of which 
one was a member of the parish. 

The Dunlop firm of photographers 
sent over one of its men, Fred Hu- 
blitz. He must have blanched when 
he saw his assignment; straight up 
without benefit of a helicopter! . 
“His it was to do or die... never 
once to question ‘why?’ 

I hope Princess Rose’s Anthony 
Armstrong Jones proves to be as 
intrepid as “my” photographer, for, 
at a very crucial moment, mine 
slipped, not from grace. but from the 
rungs of a wobbly ladder which the 
sexton had produced at the scene. 

Grabbing wildly for a spot on the 
ceiling to hold onto, his fingers closed 
over the edge of the coping of the 
trap-door which led to the belfry. 
Swinging to and fro, like a human 
bell, be gazed in horror as his price- 
less Zeiss camera, plates, flash bulbs, 
’ al, crashed to the floor 15 feet be- 
ow! 

Shall we leave him there while I 
tell you why I did not make the ac- 
tual rubbing that day?

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should have to squeeze through, I 
knew I had attended just one too 
many Embassy Teas and Willard 
Banquets. Mr. Kreuzburg sympathe- 
tically suggested a young electrician 
who already had been aloft among 
the rafters of St. John’s steeple and 
might be persuaded to climb up there 
again, 

I shall be eternally grateful to 
Douglas Arthur, my “ghost writer.” 
His rubbing of the inscription on this 
bell proved it to be the one cast 
in the Paul Revere Foundry, prob- 
ably by Paul Revere’s son. 

The rubbing says “Revere. Boston. 
1822.” It has been identified as 
#277, wet. 883 Ibs. in a catalog of 
Revere Bells compiled by Edward C. 
Stickney. 

This particular bell had been “lost” 
for a long time until Mrs. Tufts dis- 
covered it in 1957. And our rubbing 
today, along with the picture... 
the picture! Heavens to Betsy (Ross) 
what happened to the photographer! 

We all put the treacherous ladder 
back under Mr. Hublitz’s flailing feet 
and he descended none the worse 
for wear, except perhaps his arms 
were a little longer for the stretch- 
ing. But his and our concern for the 
precious camera was excruciating, 
from differing points of view! 

What had I done? Nearly broken 
a man’s neck and his camera? Am- 
bulances, hospitals, suits, damages, 
insurance, jail? All these possibili- 
ties whirled through my head. 

The camera must have been cra- 
dled miraculously in Paul Revere’s 
shadowy arms. Not even a bulb was 
broken, all having been encased in a 
metal suitcase. But it fell 15 feet! 
Who shall say? 

We had all hoped to find the in- 
scription which Paul Revere always 
cast on the bells he made :“The liv- 
ing to the church I call, and to the 
grave I summon all.” 

This sober trade-mark, however, 
was not on the bell. But the “Revere 
1822” made it his Foundry’s casting, 
and at the time his son had taken 
over. 

So, Mr. Stickney welcomes _ its 
whereabouts. Washington takes it to 
its bosom and its archives. The Amer- 
ican Bell Association salutes it with 
pride. 

And I return to Atlanta, Ga., with 
my memories of a British cannon 
given by President Monroe after the 
War of 1812 to St. John’s church, 
and later cast in Paul Revere’s Foun- 
dry to become a wonderful old his- 
toric treasure which we had the fun 
and excitement of spot-lighting for a 
brief moment! 

Long may it ring over a free Amer- 
ica! And— 


“When twilight falls

New Year Presents of the 
Elegant Eighties: 
Now Antique Collectanea 


When Victorian Sentiment Inspired 
A Galaxy Of Pretty, Practical Gifts 
Of Bronze, Brass, China, Silver, 
Glass, Leather, And Jewelry.

—HAnGiInG THERMOMETER 


Some day when the history of Col- 
lecting is chronicled in a published 
volume, it doubtless, will include the 
early Roman emperors, They, besides 
being among the world’s first collec- 
tors, are responsible for furthering 
the cause of Collecting and exerting 
an influence widely felt today. 

It happened so many centuries ago 
that the emperor’s name was lost 
to history long ago. However, desir- 
ing to wangle some extra “payola’”’ 
from the people, that the emperor 
seized upon New Year’s, a day dedi- 
eated to the Roman deity, Janus, as 
an appropriate occasion for his sub- 
jects to present him with handsome 
gifts. 

This was strictly one way free 
loading as the emperor gave nothing 
tangible in return, but, not to ap- 
pear completely avaricious, with a 
stroke of the stylus, usually, he grant- 
ed a few pardons for political and 
civil offenses. The donors of the 
“payola” had the satisfaction of un- 
derstanding that their status at Court 
had been strengthened—according to 
the value of the gift. 

The emperor’s successors continued 
the New Year’s “payola” custom, 
and gradually, the Roman _ people 
generally began giving New Year 
gifts among themselves in what is 
now believed to have been a gesture 
of rebuke to the emperor. For, the 
gifts were trifling, being mainly small 
amounts of dates, figs, prunes, lit- 
tle cakes and other sweetmeats. And, 
all of them were gilded! 

History never explained this dubi- 
ous glitter, but some interpreted it

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being a burlesque on the emperor’s 
costly presents. 

Surprisingly, other nations adopt- 
ed this custom, and the people sub- 
stituted, for the glittering edibles, 
pretty, practical gifts that would 
sincerely convey the donor’s senti- 
ments of affection and remembrance 
for relatives and friends. 

With the passing of the centuries, 
the custom flowed and ebbed with 
the years, and sometimes sank with- 
out a trace, only later to be re- 
vived. That happened periodically in 
this country. 

The last great American revival 
of the New Year’s gift began in the 
Eighties, continued through the Nine- 
ties, and slowly faded away after 
the turn of the century. 

This is vigorously accented in 
the popular family and fashion mag- 
azines of those years; they devoted 
considerable space to annually re- 
porting the latest New Year gifts to 
reach the market, and, also to giving 
do-it-yourself directions for making 
gifts suitable to the two crafts in 
which every young lady was sup- 
posed to excel: embroidery and paint- 


ing. 

Those old magazine accounts some- 
times jare very helpful in identifying 
age and use of Collectanea, for, hap- 
pily, many of the New Year gifts of 
the Eighties were treasured by the 
recipients, and so, have survived. 
Some, cherished as family heirlooms 
—“it belonged to Grandma!’—have 
become the cornerstones of fine 
worthwhile collections. Others, hav- 
ing changed hands now and then, 
have reached the antiques shops. 

Consequently, following in parts, 
is one of the more interesting and 
comprehensive accounts of New Year 
gift fashions for January 1884 as 
reported by the Shopping Editor of 
The Delineator Magazine. 

After a long introduction on the 
joys of giving and thereby express- 
ing one’s sincere sentiments, the Edi- 
tor stresses the importance of select- 
ing suitable gifts. Next, she describes 
the new manufactured articles be- 
ing shown, saying: 

“Among the very pretty and quaint 
conceits in bronze are inkstands, 
pen-trays, paper-cutters and candle- 
sticks. A large lily is an inkstand 
of silver bronze, one of the petals 
forming the lid, while a long leaf 
holds the pen; another is an egg, 
with a bright-hued bird watching 
over it and apparently profferring 
the pen in his mouth. 

“Then there are paper-cutters of 
brass, elaborately carved to represent 
scimitars; less warlike but equally 
pretty feathers; and exact imitations 
of the long leaves of the swamp-lily 
with their knife-like outlines. 

“Near the bronzes are small mir- 
rors framed in-brass and resting on 
a brass support, so that they may 
always be in their place and find- 
able. . . . Then come the perfume 
bottles—the long slender-necked 
flasks in their basket-cases and filled 
with sweet odors .. . the fineness of 
the scent making a warm greeting.” 

The Editor emphasizes the impor- 
tance of a gift being durable and 
lasting, and so, frankly: says she 
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doesn’t subscribe to the Victorian 
fashion of “innumerable satin and 
plush bags shown for bonbons.” In- 
stead, she suggests that “connois- 
seurs in the art of giving” would 
unhesitatingly select an appealing 
piece of china, a vase or a basket. 
The Editor’s appreciation of an- 
tique china is clearly indicated in 
saying: “Cups and saucers are sold 
in pairs, and are put up in satin- 
lined cases, so general has their rec- 
ognition as gifts grown to be. But 
do not cast fine porcelain before un- 
appreciative people by sending it to 
some friend, who does not know an 
every-day French china from a ‘bit’ 
of ‘old blue’ that would delight a 


' lover of its kind. 


‘Instead, select a gracefully shaped 
prettily decorated cup that, when you 
hear of its being broken, will not 
cause a thrill of horror to run 
through your veins because you know 
its match cannot be found. 

“Although you are well up in 
marks, remember that all the world 
is not wise, and will enjoy its tea 
out of a butterfly cup as well as 
it would out of a bowl-shaped one 
of the finest Satsuma or Kaga!’’—In 
the ensuing 77 years since that re- 
mark, the butterfly cup has become 


-a much sought after antique, and 


a very elusive one because it is both 


beautiful and unique. 


For travelers, the Editor suggest- 


ed the fashionable silver soap-cases 
with matching tooth powder flasks, 
-and small clocks in cases of beaten 


silver and Russian leather. For the 
home, there was a new clock in 1884 


' that impressed the Editor by hav- 


ing a case of glass “showing all the 
works in a way that would prove 
tempting to a small boy!” 

The Editor was favorably im- 
pressed by the New Year jewelry 


' for ladies. She noted: “Lately, in the 


gems not ranked as most expensive, 
there has been displayed greater in- 
terest than ever before, and jewellers 
— given more care to their set- 
ing. 

“The turquois (sic), the garnet, 
the lapis-lazuli, the chrysopraso and 
many of the  heretofore-neglected 
stones are mounted in dainty rings, 


‘set around thimbles or put on the 
heads of gold and silver pins,

attainable for gifts and may be 
placed in the midst of a box of 
bonbons.” 

The Editor observed that to the 
young man, “of more than ordinary 
importance” is his scarf pin. She 
found a wide variety of these in at- 
tractive new designs in gold and sil- 
ver and some had matching cuff 
links. 

Also, for men the Editor recom- 
mended decorated calendars and ther- 
mometers along with small leather 
bound pocket notebooks that intro- 
duced the innovation of including a 
special card case. 

A fancy fat eider-down sofa pil- 
low covered with elaborately pat- 
terned foulard silk or handpainted 
velvet or embroidered satin was sug- 
gested by the Editor as “a very 
proper present to give a bachelor, 
and naturally suggests the possibil- 
ity of his dreaming all sorts of pret- 
ty things about the giver!” Many of 
these pillows featured embroidered 
or painted mottoes about dreams and 
love, and had ornate silk cordings 
and tassels and fringes. 

In turn, the gentleman could give 
his favorite lady a fan of plain silk 
or satin on which were painted two 
or three mottoes relative to love.

These were particularly fashionable 
in 1884, 

Another charming innovation in 
fans that year was one designed ex- 
clusively for engaged ladies. It con- 
sisted of a pale tinted satin back- 
ground over which Cupid and his 
Court cavorted among pastel flowers 
and rosy clouds. And, for the lady’s 
dignified mother, there were striking- 
ly large handsome feather fans. 

The Shopping Editor described 
numerous other colorful and attrac- 
tive gifts—ones that must have made 
the Victorian recipients glad that a 
certain Roman emperor instituted the 
New Year’s gift.

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ICE SKATING 
IN THE UNITED STATES

hoped that they will be so willingly ob- 
served by all, that the occasion to re- 
sort to other measures to secure their 
observance will never be required. 


Besides hoisting the ball as a sig- 
nal for good ice conditions, little 
flags were hung on the many street 
cars bound for the Park. 

As interest grew, a number of 
firms offered for sale ice skates of 
all kinds. One of these was O. M 
Vail, “Sole Agent for Patent Parlor 
Skates,” of 446 Broadway. This 
skate, Shaler’s improvement of a 
much earlier patent, sold along with 
ice skates such as “Hassam’s Un- 
equalled Boston Rocker and Half 
Rocker Skates for Gents and La- 
dies.” Also emphasized was “The 
Arctic Skate which has a windlass 
fastening, quickly adjusted, and is 
the most comfortable as well as the 
neatest looking skate having straps 
ever worn;” or once again, “Shirley 
Silver Plated Skate, worn without 
straps and which may well challenge 
competition with any skate ever made 
for style and beauty upon the foot.” 

Vail’s parlor skate was described 
as follows: “Ample for the demands 
of the public, and is much improved 
in quality, comprising nine sizes, 
from 7 to 12 inches. This highly es- 
teemed invention has been instrumen- 
tal in teaching many thousands of 
children and ladies to go forward, 
and skate as skilfully upon the ice 
as if their training had been upon it. 
This I will insure to be the result 
of the use of my skates, and I will 
teach any lady that can walk, in 15 
lessons of an hour each, so that she 
shall skate upon her first trial on 
the ice, or no charge will be made 
for instruction.” 

Parlor or floor skates first were 
introduced in Paris by Pettibled’s 
patent of 1819. At that time, the 
patented product employed but three 
wheels in a straight line, for each 
skate, the wheels being constructed 
of brass or copper, and such skates 
were to be seen often enough in the 
gardens and on the boulevards of 
Paris. But at the beginning of the 
Central Park craze, manufacturers 
of parlor skates discarded metal 
wheels for those of vulcanized rub- 
ber, with four wheels per skate, in 
straight line. 

It seems important to list and de- 
scribe in detail some of the great 
many brands of ice skates used in 
Central Park about a century ago. 
Going back to the early 19th cen- 
tury, skates were manufactured of 
wood to which were attached very 
low, thick, and long steel runners ex- 
tending far beyond the toe and turn- 
ing up in a huge scroll in front. Al- 
though the wooden portion of the 
skate remained in use for several de- 
cades, by the 1860’s the shape of 
the runner was entirely changed and 
its construction was based “upon 
strictly scientific principles,” to 
quote an expert skater of the day. 
This authority, writing in the pres- 
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ent tense, set forth his philosophy 
regarding the ice skate as follows: 

“The curve of the iron should be part 
of the circle, the radius of which is 
about two feet, so that not more than 
about two inches are in contact with the 
ice, as this shape enables the skater to 
turn his toe inward or outward with 
facility. The runner must not extend far 
beyond the toe because too great length 
makes the stroke feeble and the back of 
the leg painfully cramped; it must not 
be too short, or the footing will be pro- 
portionately unsteady and _ tottering. 
Those who have weak ankles should use 
skates with low runners, while by those 
whose ankles are stiff and firm, and for 
fancy skating, high runners may and 
should be used. To proficient skaters, 
we recommend the use of double rocker 
skates, as the roundness of the heels 
prevents danger of a fall while going 
backward, and also facilitates the mo- 
tions in all fancy figures. 

“The perfect fitting of the foot to the 
skate is a great desideratum, and many 
means have been devised to attain it. 
The heel part of the wood has been 
lowered and the sole hollowed out until 
in some styles a very snug fit is made. 
Steel plates, cut in the shape of the 
sole of the boot, and pressed so as to 
exactly fit it are used, and are un- 
doubtedly a great improvement upon the 
old style of wooden skates, as they are 
not only lighter and more elastic, but 
more durable, as it is impossible to split 
or wear them. A very neat and desirable 
skate of this kind is the New York City 
Skate.” 


Importance was attached by the 
Central Park skater to the strapping 
of skates upon the feet. Inventions 
of skates to do away with straps 
appeared. Some of these patented 
skates were considered to be excel- 
lent while others, fastened by loose 
movable screws or pegs, were “un- 
mitigated nuisances” because any 
such loose part could be lost. 

A patented skate buckle was in- 
vented to assist those using the strap 
skates, to avoid “hard pulling, loss 
of temper, etc.,” and this was recom- 
mended especially for the ladies. 

One old time skater wrote to a 
friend, “The latest kink is a style 
of fastening that can be applied to 
any kind of skate, wood, iron, or 
patent, which, it is said, secures the 
skate to the boot, without possibility 
of slipping.” 

Skating instructors warned that it 
was imperatively necessary that a 
lady’s dress be short, reaching not 
below the ankles, for more falls were 
occasioned by long dresses than by 
awkwardness on the part of the lady 
beginner. 

Baldwin & Johnston’s Skate Bazaar, 
476% Broadway, advertised the fol- 
lowing makes of ice-skates: “A large 
assortment of English and Amer- 
ican Skates of all celebrated manu- 
facturers, such as Marsden’s, Cam 
& Sons, Morse’s, Moulsen’s Wad- 
ham’s, Whitworth’s, Costello’s, Par- 
ker & Bros, New York City Skate, 
Windlass Skate (brass) Philadelphia 
Club (steel), ladies’, misses’ youths’ 
and parlor skates.” Another New 
York merchant heralded the “Long 
Heel Rocker, Boston Club, Rocker 
and Half Rocker, Central Park Fa- 
vorite, and the fancy Shirley Silver 
Plated Skate.” MacMillan’s Empire 
Skate Emporium stressed “DeBrame’s 
celebrated sole fastening skate, with- 
out straps, for ladies and gents,” 
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selling at five dollars a pair. This 
skate was patented April 9, 1861 by 
J. A. DeBrame and B. Gurney.

As I know it, the “Lucrezia” Brin- 
disi, Victor 999, was issued only on 
double-faced disc. The single-side 
number 87388, given in my disco- 
graphy in parentheses—was assigned 
but never used. Other copies of 999 
also bear “take” number 4; but upon 
checking with my informant of 
Matzenauer’s accoustical Victor 
“takes,” I was assured that Victor 
files give “take” 3 as the one offi- 
cially used. So then, either both 
“takes” were published, or else an 
error crept in when copying data 
from the original source. 

In regards to the “Fidelio” discs, 
W. R. Moran confirms my assump- 
tion that the 10” and 12” recordings 
released on Gramophone were “takes” 
of those made for Victor. Writes Mr. 
Moran: “I have these records in 
pressings by Schallplatte Grammo- 
phon. 2-43424 (74602) is Victor mas- 
ter B-11789-3; 043235 (76282) is 
Victor master C-11788-3.”

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Patent Office Information 
| For Collectors 


By ARTHUR G. PETERSON 


The United States Patent Office 
is a great storehouse of authentic 
and intriguing information for col- 
lectors. In the research for my book, 
Salt and Salt Shakers, I studied sev- 
eral thousand patents. Most of these 
related to glass-ware. Over 1100 of 
them dealt with salt and pepper shak- 
ers. 


Printed Patents, usually referred 
to as “patents” or “patent records,” 
consist of the drawings and text of 
the patent, including the assignee if 
a patent is assigned on issue. Subse- 
quent assignments are recorded in 
the Assignment Records. 


If one knows the official number 
of a printed patent, it may be ob- 
tained from the Commissioner of Pat- 
ents, Washington 25, D. C., at 25 
cents for most any Invention Patent, 
and 10 cents for a Design Patent. 

The Patented File is the entire 
record of the proceedings leading to 
the issuance of the patent and may 
be examined in the Patent Office. The 
Patented File contains no informa- 


tion on what use, if any, was made 
of the patented item, or what suc- 
cess it met with in the market place. 

Supplemental information may be 
obtained from other Patent Office 
records, such as the Interference 
Files in the contested cases. 


The name of the patentee, or pat- 
entees, date of application, date of 
patent, and assignee if any, are in- 
teresting and useful bits of infor- 
mation. 

The application date gives reason- 
able assurance that an article pat- 
ented between 1839 and 1940 was 
not “used publicly or sold’ for more 
than two years prior to that date. 
In 1940, this period was reduced to 
one year. 

Patents on glass-ware, and many 
small collectors’ items generally, have 
been issued within a few months of 
the application date. Thus the pat- 
ent date enables one to determine the 
approximate maximum age of an ar- 
ticle, but not the minimum age. 

If the patentee of an item of glass- 
ware, for example, is associated with,

or assigns his patent on issue to, a 
glass manufacturer, it gives a good 
clue as to the initial producer. The 
assignee may elect to reassign his 
patent, or he may license various 
producers. 

Some glass-ware producers in the 
late 19th century are reputed to have 
copied patented articles before the 
patent expired, which, after 1861, 
was 3%, 7, or 14 years for designs, 
and 17 years for inventions. 


Occasionally the text of the patent 
record contains interesting informa- 
tion on earlier articles and processes, 
as well as on current history. 

The first patent in Colonial Amer- 
ica, as well as the first United States 
patent, oddly enough relates to salt. 
The Massachusetts General Court in 
1641 granted a patent to Samuel Win-

Dr. Arthur G. Peterson, Wash- 
ington, D. C., one of the noted 
collectors of the country, effec- 
tive with this issue is starting 
a series of articles on old glass 
for HOBBIES Magazine. 

Dr. Peterson is well-qualified. 
He has a deep love of history as 
shown in biographical material 
in “Who’s ‘Who in Commerce and 
Industry.” 


He was one of the founders of 
the Economic History Associa- 
tion (1940): he is a past pres- 
ident of the Agricultural Husto- 
ry Society (1944-1945). His first 
publication of considerable note 
was, Historical Study of Prices 
Received by Producers of Farm 
Products in Virginia, 1801-1927, 
a technical bulletin of 218 pages, 
published jointly in 1929 by the 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
and the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture. This was accepted with- 
out change at Harvard in 1933 
as his thesis for his Ph.D. de- 
gree. He has had extensive ex- 
perience in historical research 
and in writing, particularly for 
government publications. He is 
associated with the Interdepart- 
mental Committee on Nutrition 
for National Detense and the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 


A few years ago, R. C. Soxman 
of Tacoma Park, Md., suggested 
to his friend, Dr. Peterson, that 
he might want to direct some of 
his interest in old glass to the 
collecting of salt shakers. This 
suggestion lead to “a fruitful 
accomplishment —a large collec- 
tion of salt shakers,” and 
resulted in his book, “Salt and 
Salt Shakers,” which has been 
received very favorably by col- 
lectors and dealers. 

His second and third articles 
will relate to The White House 
Factory, and the fourth will be 
Thomas Bakewell Atterbury — 
Glass Maker, Inventor and De- 
signer. These are only samplings 
of interesting things to come 
from Dr. Peterson. P.A.R.

slow for a novel method of making 
salt. 

The first United States patent, 
signed by George Washington in 
1791, was issued to Samuel Hopkins 
from Pittsford, Vt., after he moved 
to Philadelphia. It relates to an im- 
provement in making potash and 
pearlash ... “and produces a much 
greater quantity of salt.” (Not table 
salt). 

United States patents have been 
issued since 1791 for inventions, since 
1842 for designs, and since 1980 for 
plants. Unfortunately the early rec- 
ords were destroyed in the great fire 
of December 15, 1836, with a total 
loss of some 7,000 models, 9000 draw- 
ings, 230 books. 

Only a fraction of the patent rec- 
ords were replaced from other 
sources. A search for eight listed 
glass-ware patents between 1816 and 
1834 revealed that noneof these are 
available in the Patent Office. 

The present numbering system for 
invention patents begins in 1836, 
whereas design patent No. 1 was 
issued in 1842. Patents prior to July, 
1836, bear no official number. 

The first patent issued to a wom- 
an was in 1809. Since then about 
one in every 1000 patents have been 
issued to a woman. The ratio has 
increased to perhaps one in 50 in 
the last decade. 

Clara Barton, who later founded 
the American Red Cross, was em- 
ployed in the Patent Office most of 
the time from 1855 to 1865. And a 
woman served as Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Patents, 1953-1959. 

The Patent Act of 1842 required 
the owner of a patent to mark his 
article as patented, and to include 
the date the patent was issued. The 
penalty for not doing so was $100 
—one-half to go to the informer. 

A similar penalty applies if an 
article is falsely marked as patent- 
ed. In the case of the “Pioneer” and 
“Pioneer Companion” salt shakers, 
both stamped “Ptd. Sept. 15, 1863,” 
it seems reasonable to assume that 
they were made that early even 
though, strangely enough, they never 
were patented. 

The penalty for failing to mark 
articles as patented was withdrawn 
in 1861. The practice generally was 
continued, however, as the simplest 
means of notifying competitors, a 
prerequisite for collecting damages 
for infringement. 

Patent Office activity declined con- 
siderably with the outbreak of the 
Civil war. There were, however, a 
few interesting glass-ware patents 
during the war. 

The Confederacy established a Pat- 
ent Office in Richmond, Va., in May, 
1861. Oddly enough, in World War II, 
the United States Patent Office was 
moved to Richmond for about four 
years (1942-1946). 

Models of articles were required 
along with patent applications until 
1870, in most cases during the 1870’s, 
and in a few cases thereafter.

call on us, too. We visited the New 
England states again this year and, 
while there, presented our collection 
of Sandwich paper-weights to the 
Sandwich Historical Society for their 
museum. 

Several years ago in these pages 
I spoke of our desire to learn more 
about our American weight makers 
and told of having gone to the East 
hoping to acquire some knowledge. 
I expressed disappointment at not 
finding any weights on display at 
the Sandwich museum. 


Mrs. Nina Baer of the Sandwich 
Historical Society wrote me a nice 
letter telling me something of the 
work of the Society and expressing 
regret that I should have been dis- 
appointed with their museum. I has- 
tened to assure her that I was not 
disappointed with the museum but 
only in my failure to find Sandwich 
weights there. 


As time went on and no one else 
moved in to supply the deficiency 
Mrs. Boore and I decided to present 
them with what Sandwich weights 
we had acquired. In the future any- 
one visiting the museum will find 
some Sandwich weights on display. 

There are several fine examples of 
the work of Nicholas Lutz as well 
as the ONLY example I ever have 
seen of a Sandwich double overlay. 
Our conscience is now clear. 


If we did an injustice to the Sand- 
wich Museum by our former unfa- 
vorable comment we feel we have 
squared the debt. The Historical So- 
ciety should thank Mrs. Baer for hav- 
ing “spoke her piece.” 


I attended two sessions of the auc- 
tion at White Plains, N. Y., where 
the Cross collection of weights was 
sold, and purchased a few additions 
for our collection, As an added divi- 
dend I met some nice people inter- 
ested in the same hobby. 

At the close of the session on Oc- 
tober 12, Paul Jokelson, President of 
the Paperweights Collectors Associa- 
tion had a number of us over to his 


house for refreshments and to see 
his magnificent collection. I think I 
have a fairly respectable collection 
but beside his mine pales into insig- 
nificance. 


You can tell from the foregoing 
recital that, although I haven’t been 
writing, I have continued my inter- 
est. Retirement has provided me with 
more leisure to move about accord- 
ing to whim and opportunity. 

I wish the Guggenheim Collection 
were being auctioned off in this 
country. I’d like to attend. England 
is a little too far away. 

Next month I’ll get back on the 
track and move towards the fulfill- 
ment of more of the promises I made 
you so long ago.

“Brown’s Celebrated Indian 
Herb Bitters” Bottle 


On February 11, 1868, Neail N. 
Brown of Philadelphia, Pa., patented 
his design for a bottle “represent- 
ing an Indian female figure, one 
hand resting upon a shield, upon 
which are inscribed the words 
‘Brown’s Celebrated Indian Herb Bit- 
ters,’ the shape being fully repre- 
sented in the patent drawings.” (See 
patent illustrations showing three 
views of this bottle design.) 

This popular bottle comes in many 
colors and has at least five, and 
possibly more, variations. Five of 
the known variants are listed in 
J. H. Thompson’s book, “Bitters Bot- 
tles’” (Century House, Publishers). 
At times the bottle bears the date 
of Mr. Brown’s patented design; so 
do some of the variants. The bottle 
is about 12 inches tall and comes 
in green, clear, dark and light am- 
ber, puce-amber, and aqua. 

Thompson’s book lists the follow- 
ing important variants: “Clear 10 & 
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Neail N. Brown’s design for a bitters kottle.

cent years, comes in several colors. 
The top part of the bottle, the stop- 
per, being the Indian maid’s head- 
dress. These are plainly marked and 
no collector will have any difficulty 
recognizing them as reproductions. 

The patent information on this 
bottle is revealed here for the first 
time.

Sale 1 was PART III of the Fran- 
ces Clemson Cross auction October 
11th and 12th, conducted by O. R. 
Gilbert, auctioneer, Garrison-Hudson, 
New York, It was held in the Little 
Theatre, Westchester County Center, 
N. Y., and brought to a close the dis- 
persal of this large collection. This 
was one of the most important in 
the various categories of glass held 
in the East in several years. 


One of the few known examples | 


of the round George Washington cup- 
plates (see #560 Lee-Rose book 
American Glass Cup Plates) sold 
originally in New York, 1953, at the 
Parker auction for $625, this time 
brought $1,350. This is an all-time 
record price for a cup-plate. (Lee- 
Rose #560). 

About 450 glass cup-plates were 
sold at this session, as follows. About 
850 sold from $8 each, up to $25; 
75 sold from $25 each, up to $50; 25 
sold from $50 each, up to $75; 5 


sold from $75 each, up to $1UU; and 
18 sold over $100. (Lee-Rose #561 
& #561-A). Only one went over 
$1,000. 

About 225 items of Art Glass sold 
fast. Prices ran from $5 to $1,200 
for the very rare Mt. Washington 
Peachblow cylindrical straight body 
water pitcher (Cat. #622), 9”, with 
8” rose band at top, blending to gray- 
white at base, with applied gray-blue 
handle. U.S. Frosted Coin (Cat. 
#558); Opal Holly Amber (Cat. 
#578). Mother of Pearl Satin glass, 
pair blue overlay 13” wine ewers, 
and fairy lamps, made up the major- 
ity in this class. Prices on the whole 
were high, but not as high as ex- 
pected. 

Colored Slag, Lacy Sandwich salts 
and candlesticks, and vases (Cat. 
#358, #351, #346), and rare col- 
ored Sandwich glass lamps, brought 
low prices for common items, fair 
prices for medium rare, and high 
prices for the rarities. Some 300 


items in this category sold from $5 
each, to $200. Three rare Lacy Sand- 
wich items went to $400. Colored 
salts sold from $25 to $150 each.

antiques. The Galleries are located 
within a few miles of the site of the 
old Sandwich Glass Factory. 

This sale contained the rarest 
Sandwich glass sold on Cape Cod at 
auction in many a year. Every cate- 
gory was represented, from salts 
(C-2), miniature pieces, candlesticks, 
lamps, to all the rare open and cov- 
ered bowls and dishes (C-8), sugars 
and creamers. These 1830-45 items 
of glass are among the great rari- 
ties of the glass world. ; 

This sale handled rare items which 
had not hitherto appeared at auction. 
(Several of the items were in both 
sales). Salts in opaque blue-laven- 
der, emerald and amethyst, milky- 
opal, and many fine clear salts ap- 
peared. The desirable “Lafayet” boat 
salts in various forms were popular 
at this sale. 

Many fine lacy creamers were 
noted; clear and colored sugar bowls; 
one rarity in clear, brought $340. 
The Pittsburgh variant of the “boat” 
salt; lyre salt; and a rare dark ame- 
thyst strawberry diamond salt (Pl 
166, No. 1 McK) 20 rays in base, 
sold for $80. 

Clear lacy compotes (A-9) were 
great favorites, and went from $155 
up. The miniature pieces of lacy 
glass so much sought for today, in- 
cluded candlesticks, bowls, cups and 
saucers, and covered tureens. A clear 
lacy hairpin bowl, 814” deep, brought 
$60. 
Extreme rarities sold were a clear 
covered lacy vegetable dish, 10%” 
long, (Pl 160 No. 2, McK), $3800; 
clear lacy covered sugar bowl, bas- 
ket of flowers on double-headed eagle 
and shield, $275; clear lacy bowl 714” 
dia., without cover, $200; and clear 
lacy 114%” open chain rim cake dish 
(A-2) with open handles (Pl 154 
McK), $250; while another, identical 
but in better condition, brought $500. 

It shculd be understood that only 
rarities bring top prices if in good 
condition; but bring much less with 
cracks, chips, or flaws. This applies 
to every item sold in every auction, 
and is often confusing to buyers. But 
it should be remembered that rarity 
and proof condition always find will- 
ing buyers at top prices, while flawed 
items can be had for % or % the 
price. 

Collectors and dealers today follow 
such auctions as the foregoing. These 
buyers are willing to pay top prices 
for rarities which have long since 
disappeared from the open market, 
or into museum collections. Such 
sales afford a fine means for col- 
lectors and dealers to acquire good 
specimens at fair prices, or top 
rarities at highest price.

WASHINGTON 


On November 10, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Arthur E. Summerfield an- 
nounced that the world’s first Range 
Conservation postage stamp will be 
issued February 2, 1961, at Salt Lake 
City, Utah, in conjunction with the 
annual meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Range Management. Also 
cooperating in plans for the First- 
day ceremony are the Forest Service 
and the Soil Conservation Service 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
and the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment and Indian Service of the De- 
partment of the Interior. 

The American Society of Range 
Management is a professional organ- 
ization of range technicians, range 
managers and livestock operators. 
The Society has a membership of 
more than 3,000 many of whom are 
professional workers in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and other fed- 
eral and state agencies concerned 
with conservation, forestry, livestock 
and land management. The emblem 
of the Society is “The Trail Boss” 
which is used in the stamp design. 

The Range Conservation stamp 
was designed by Rudolph Wendelin, 
staff artist of the Department of 
Agriculture, who also designed the 
Forest Conservation stamp issued in 
1958, and collaborated with Maurice 
Eysenburg in prepnaring the seal of 
the Fifth World Forestry Congress, 
adapted for the stamp released Au- 
gust 29, 1960 at Seattle, Wash. 

The stamp depicts the importance 
of grassland and livestock to the 
nation’s agriculture and dramatizes 
the development of range conserva- 
tion from the pioneer days of the 
open range to today’s scientific range 
management techniques. 

Collectors desiring first day cancella- 
tions of the 4-cent Range Conservation 
stamp may send addressed envelopes, 
together with remittance to cover the 
cost of the stamps to be affixed, to the 
Postmaster, Salt Lake City 1, Utah. Each 
envelope must be marked, in pencil, in 
the upper right corner, indicating the 
number of stamps to be affixed. 

An enclosure of medium weight should 
be placed in each envelope and the flap 
either turned in or sealed. The outside 
envelope to the Postmaster should be 
clearly marked ‘First Day Covers Range 
Conservation Stamp.’ Collectors are cau- 
tioned that orders for first day covers 
must not include requests for uncanceled 
stamps. 

In accordance wth the previously an- 
nounced policy, outer envelopes or wrap- 
pers containing requests for the Range 
Conservation Stamp must be postmarked 
before midnight five davs in advance of 
the issuance date. The Range Conserva- 
tion first day cover requests must be 
postmarked before midnight January 28, 
1961. Requests postmarked after that 
date will be returned unserviced.

There were 312.116 first day cov- 
ers canceled at Cincinnati. Ohio, on 
October 10, 1960, when the 4-cent 
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Robert A. Taft Memorial stamp was 
first placed on sale. In all, there 
were 758,187 stamps sold in Cincin- 
nati that day, with a value of $30,- 
327.48.

When the 4-cent Francis Scott Key 
Credo stamp was first placed on 
sale at Baltimore, Md., on September 
14, 1960, there were 501,129 first 
day covers canceled, and 1,675,000 
stamps sold, with a value of $67,- 
000.00. A total of 22,500 stamps 
were sold at the branch post office 
set up at Fort McHenry for the day.

When the 4-cent First Automated 
Post Office in the United States 
commemorative stamp was _ initially 
placed on sale October 20, 1960, at 
Providence, R. I., there were 458,237 
first day covers canceled. There were 
833,306 stamps sold in Providence 
that day, with a value of $33,332.24.

On October 22, 1960, the 7-cent

dom” commemorative postage stamp

On November 1, 1960, there were 
324,944 first day covers bearing the 
Camp Fire Girls commemorative 
4-cent stamp at New York, N. Y. In 
all, there were 1,695.403 stamps sold 
with a face value of $67.816.12.

35 YEAR VETERAN 
OF PRECANCELS 

Gunesch Precancel House, Inc., 
Chicago, IIl., is celebrating their 35th 
anniversary in the precancel stamp 
business. 

In reminiscing Mr. Gunesch re- 
calls 1922, and the “Black Hardings” 
precancel, quite popular among phil- 
atelists at the time. Deciding to try 
their hands on this item they sold 
their highly specialized collection 
of Germany and the Colonies and 
invested the resulting money in pre- 
cancels. 

In 1923, they joined the Precancel 
Stamp Society and became enthusi- 
astic members of this organization, 
adding 102 new members in one 
year. 

Breaking un their Harding pre- 
cancel collection in 1925, was the 
start of the venture that has become 
their life’s work. Mrs. Gunesch was 
kept busy with the tremendous job 
of washing and sorting the 50 to 
100 pounds of precancels received 
on vaper each month. . 

Mr. Gunesch considers the first 
real “break” as coming with the 
purchase of the huge accumulation 
and collection from Fred Raff, in 
1928. The story of this purchase was 
carried by the Associated Press and 
appeared in newspapers all over the 
country. From then on the precancel 
interest seemed to increase steadily. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gunesch have many 
pleasant memories of the past 35 
years in the precancel stamp business 
and look forward to the future with 
great confidence.

Once upon a time, some 16 years 
ago, there was a World that had 
just passed through the destruction 
of a great war. Even in distant 
United States of America there had 
been some privation and shortages 
of many things that sent prices 3oar- 
ing on what was left. But in the war 
torn parts of the world there had 
been great bombing destruction of 
homes and of the very factories that 
would supply the people with needed 
things. 


Into this waste of a war torn 
world stepped the people of the 
U.S.A. with aid and funds to help 
restore what war had destroyed. 
This aid helped to do that job. And 
America made good her own short- 
ages at the same time. 


Gradually, with basic factories re- 
built, parts of the world began to 
wish for luxuries that they had not 
known before the great war. They 
were no longer satisfied with basic 
necessities. And during that time 
there had been a basic shift in the 
purpose of the aid. It had gradually 
developed into a cold war of compe- 
tition between a-new social and gov- 
ernmental order and the old estab- 
lished orders. The transition into 
this cold war of aids was gradual, 
and hardly to be distinguished from 
the original purpose. 


To some extent foreign aid de- 
generated into international bribery 
in the cold war. The era of the gim- 


mie “neutrals” came into prom- 
inence. 
There is no clear indication as 


yet as to how this story ends, or 
whether or not they lived happily 
ever after. There is an unmistakable 
tendency for the people in the U.S.A. 
to take a new and sober look at this 
question. We doubt if mere drifting 
on and on without a clearly de- 
fined purpose will do. 


We hope that the final decision by 
the United States will not be im- 
pulsive or sudden. Rapid transpor- 
tation and power has made it a new 
world with new problems. It is time 
to think carefully rather than act 
impulsively. 


We were rather disgusted during 
the recent campaign. It sounded 
much like two bad boys down the 
back alley heaving sticks and stones 
and broken pottery at each other, 
and calling each other names. Yet 
each of these two fellows had back 
of them very sober, responsible rec- 
ords on public affairs. But both of 
them went into the campaign with 
huge bags of tricks aimed at the 
emotions of “politics.” 


We hope that the many candi- 
dates for Congress had their ears to 
the ground, and will pretty well rep- 
resent the feeling in each of their 
districts. So, under our truly repres- 
entative government, we shall in the 
long run get the kind of government 
most of us want, in spite of all of 
the campaign horseplay.

It would seem that the fat is 
now in the fire, and something is 
likely to be done to protect elder 
citizens from the great financial 
shock of expensive illness during low 
income. 


We do not believe there will be 
any mad rush into complete social- 
ized medicine. There was a time 
when that might have happened if 
anything along that line had been 
started. But we have given other 
countries the job of cutting and try- 
ing various approaches to some pub- 
lic medical care. We have no fear 
that a modest venture along such 
eM will now develop into a land- 
slide. 


The inflation of our boom period 
has put some of our elders on the 
spot with their modest dollar sav- 
ings. Some protection for them should 
mean no wild experiment.

“Gone With The Wind” is one of 
those modern books that commands 
a substantial premium price for first 
editions in good condition. There is 
something of real significance in 
this fact. We have never been sure 


that it is not the very title of the 
book that has created tremendous in- 
terest in this publication. 


In the present world of tremen- 
dous changes, the old orders fall fast 
and survive only in basic habits and 
basic principles that survive the 
change. Margaret Mitchell has well 
explained the downfall of one old 
society. She did not attempt to fol- 
low for posterity the effects of the 
social standards of that distinctive 
world of a hundred years ago. 


Collectors and other travelers 
through the South of 40 and 50 years 
ago tell from memory of a land that 
had been set back 50 or 60 years by 
a great civil war. One hundred years 
ago there was the growing, turbu- 
lent, get-rich-quick North, and the 
more mature, easy going and cul- 
tured South. The great war not only 
stopped its progress in its tracks, 
but Reconstruction rapidly built up 
a deep seated suspicion between the 
two races on the same land. This 
basic suspicion has been a factor to 
retard progress since that time. 


We wish we were competent to ex- 
plain how many of the high cul- 
tural standards of the old South 
have by their strength and force pen- 
etrated far into all parts of Amer- 
ica and become part of our great 
American heritage. In a sense many 


of the rigorous cultural standards of 
the old South have conquered and 
won over the turbulent standards of 
the North. The standards have not 
been lost. They are not “gone with 
the wind.” 


We have before us a world in its 
greatest general turmoil of all time. 
Old nations are falling and new are 
rising. A new period of “Reconstruc- 
tion” is under way, with all of its 
promise and all of its dangers. We 
cross our fingers under the table, but 
we still believe that what is sound 
and cultural and good and beautiful 
will somehow wriggle free of the 
turmoil to form part of the heritage 
of the future world.

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COIN 
COLLECTING 
AND 
SPECULATING 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


Quite a furore is arising over the 
wild speculation that is going on 
in rolls, particularly the newly found 
varieties of 1960 cents. Many collec- 
tors are angry at the speculators 
and say they should not be consid- 
ered coin collectors, and that their 
speculating should be stopped. 

I do not see how it can be stopped, 
and if it could, why it should be. 
This is a free country and discrimi- 
nation as to what citizens want to 
be interested in is up to the individ- 
ual. 

Some prefer to collect cents, others 
commemoratives. Now the fad seems 
to be to put away rolls of recent is- 
sues in anticipation of future needs. 
If this had been done half a centu- 
ry ago, it would have enabled the 
present day collector to have, in his 
collection, far better conditioned coins 
than he now can, without having 
it cost such high prices. 

The enthusiasm of the roll collec- 
tor in some instances has gone be- 
yond reason. There are many instan- 
ces where values have skyrocketed 
far above what they should, consider- 
ing the laws of supply and demand. 
These will adjust themselves to their 
true level as time goes on. 


There are many issues having 
such quantities of new coins put 
away that there would not be enough 
collectors to need them in their col- 
lections now. However, one must re- 
member that, at the present rate of 
increase in the number of coin col- 
lectors, even the wildest estimates of 
future demand could become true. 


It has been the policy of roll col- 
lectors to hoard these according to 
the quantities coined, as reported by 
the mints. This is a guide, but quan- 
tities put away should also be taken 
into consideration. 

There have been some _ instances 
where almost the entire coinage has 
been gobbled up and put away when 
the coinage has been small. These, 
in the future could very possibly be 
much commoner than larger issues 
that had previously been neglected by 
the roll collectors, using mint reports 
as their only guide. 

Profits will continue to be made by 
speculators, but in time there will 
be losses too. Speculation is not new, 
and, too, high prices have caused 
losses before. This occurred during 
the commemorative boom, and again 
in the proof set boom. 

Reactions set in against a specu- 
lative series after a boom period 
and crash, The issues are shunned 
for awhile. But time heals all wounds 
and finally normal interest. returns. 
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Commemoratives, the speculative 
“child” of the thirties, have steadily 
increased in interest since their down- 
fall, and today are ardently sought. 
During their sharp rise, quantities 
of these were held by speculators. 
They were held by the hundreds, and 
even thousands of single issues. 

The crash left many holding the 
bag with no takers. Still today even 
the commonest issues are two to three 
times the highest value they were 
during those times, and commemora- 
tives are no longer held in quanti- 
ties. They are well distributed among 
collectors. 

The same thing is occurring to 
proof sets now. They are fast becom- 
ing distributed among collectors. 
Quantity holdings are dwindling. 
And their present rise in value is 
slow, sound, and healthy, being based 
on supply and demand not specula- 
tion. 

The demand for bags or rolls of 
recent issues has become so great the 
mint and Federal Reserve are en- 
deavoring to curb it by refusing to 
honor special requests for mint bags, 
etc. They are mixing old and new 
coins to discourage the bag buyer. 
This is hard for the buyer to under- 
stand. The mint makes a good profit 
on the manufacture ot coins, he says, 
and it is to the mint’s advantage and 
profit to supply what is wanted. 

The Federal Reserve reports a 
great shortage of cents at the pres- 
ent time. Fault is laid on the large 
demand for sales tax uses, and on 
hoarding. Many numismatists feel 
that the facilities of the mint should 
be enlarged to supply what buyers 
need. They say the Denver mint is 
running full time endeavoring to sup- 
ply the need of cents, but the Phil- 
adelphia mint uses much of its time 
at present coining coins for foreign 
nations. Yet only a few years ago 
the San Francisco mimt was closed 
because it then was not needed. 

The wild hullabaloo over the 1960 
large and small dated cents has gone 
right out of hand. There must be 
hundreds of thousands of small date 
1960 P cents and all in the hands of 
collectors. The price, now up to $200 
per roll for a coin which the mint 
could resume coining, is too high. 

First of all, the variety, small and 
large date, is of such minor impor- 
tance as to be unnecessary to collec- 
tors unless they specialize in minor 
varieties. I sincerely hope coin 
boards of the future do not list these 
individually unless they decide to 
list all minor varieties of all Lincoln 
cents. 


One must remember: that practi- 
cally all branch mint cents since 1909 
have many varieties, high mint marks, 
low ones, those to the left, and thos2 
to the right. If one is to collect mi- 
nor varieties, then let’s collect all 
of them, not just a few. 


Without doubt the speculative price 
of these 1960 coins is based on the 
hope that this variety, due to its 
advertising, will be listed in future 
coin boards and therefore all co!l- 
lectors will need them to complete a 
set.

THE REFORMATION AND 
ITS ANTECEDENTS 


By PAUL W. SCHMIDTCHEN 


That epochal event known in world 
history as the Reformation did not 
start in 1517 with the posting of 
sundry theses on the castle church 
door of Wittenberg. Nor did it end 
with Luther’s death in 1546. 

There were Protestors well before 


the German Augustinian. Wycliff and. 


the Lollards earlier had refused to 
believe certain doctrines of the 
Church. The movement along such 
lines spread to Bohemia, Germany, 
and Italy. 

Even before the English profes- 
sor, a considered questioning had 
been manifest by Paulinus of Aqui- 
leia in the days of Charlemagne; by 
the Albigenses in Languedoc; by the 
Waldenses in Piedmont. 

Several hundred years prior to 
1517, mysticism, in Northern Europe 
especially, opposed the medieval 


Church’s route to salvation. Meister 
Eckhart, Heinrich Suso, and Johann 
Tauler typify this attack best. Huss 
and Jerome, the Bohemians, perished 
at Constance, and Savonarola at 
Florence. 

It should be mentioned that uther 
causes finally made for the fullness 
of time in the early part of the 16th 
century. The doctrines of Peter Lom- 
bard and St. Thomas Aquinas had 
never actually been universally ac- 
cepted. The Babylonian Captivity at 
Avignon and the Great Schism saw 
a loss in prestige, for the rightful 
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successor of the Apostle Peter. The 


‘capture of Constantinople by the 


Turks in 1453 scattered far and 
wide the Greeks and their language. 
The invention of the printing press 
in the same year multiplied a thou- 
sand-foid access to the Bible. 


A rampant individualism and the 
rise of a bourgeois society. made for 
a questioning spirit and a firm dis- 
approval with things as they were. 
Thomas a’Kempis, Sir Thomas More, 
and Erasmus, among others, antici- 
pated the mounting dissatisfaction. 

Sebastian Brant, although not a 
reformer in the Lutheran sense, 
typified a humanistic and ethical in- 
terpretation in his literature. His 
satire showed well the changing 
tenor of the time. 

Nationalism and the growth of 
vernacular tongues made for fur- 
ther division and provincial account- 
ability. All of this fuel, added to a 
grumbling discontent with Rome in 
areas far removed from a mutual sym- 
pathy or return, started a movement 
that prepared the framework for 
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what we now call the Modern Age. 

The Reformation, then, was not 
exclusively a religious return to the 
teachings of St. Paul and St. Augus- 
tine. It cannot be separated from the 
economic and political conditions of 
the age. Its spread and power was 
tied up with the Commercial Revolu- 
tion. 

Furthermore, its initial suspicion 
of reason, and its fervent belief in 
pessimism and predestination cul- 
minated, paradoxically enough, in 
the enthronement of reason and in 
the development of the concept of 
a mechanistic universe governed by 
inflexible laws. In this latter regard, 
the Reformation which had much to 
do with terminating the Renaissance, 
actually was the unfolding of a mar- 
velous culture, and so became the 
springboard for our civilization, as 
we know it today. 

Consequently, the detachment from 
the then established order of Chris- 
tianity was not exclusively a religi- 
ous movement. The overthrow of 
Feudalism was not just a social or 
political change. Both have over- 
tones found in the other; both have 
roots going back to the 13th cen- 
tury; both would shun the Middle 
Ages; both would usher in Modern 
Europe. 

But the story proper did start in 
Germany, and in that fantastic man 
called Luther. It added Calvin, Zwin- 
gli, Melanchthon, LeFevre, Farel, 
Knox, Cranmer, and Hooker. It 
spread to France, Sweden, the Neth- 
erlands, England, Scotland, the New 
World. It spurred on a sister move- 
ment entitled the Counter Reforma- 
tion, and with this brought to the 
fore the work of Cardinal Ximenes, 
Pope Paul III, and Loyola. It affect- 
ed kings, emperors, scientists, bank- 
ers, and all classes of. society. It 
had repercussions in every facet of 
Renaissance life. 


Luther’s antecedents, therefore, can 
be found in the skepticism of Aver- 
roes (died 1198), the work of Joa- 
chim of Flora (died 1202), the fri- 
ars of Francis of Assisi (died 1226), 
the first use of the name “Eternal 
Gospel”, in 1254. They include also 
the Beguins, the Beghards, the 
Fratricelli, the Flagellants, the Apos- 
tolic Brethren; the personalities of 
Dante Alighieri (died 1321), Wil- 
liam of Occam (died 1349), and 
Roger Bacon (died 1294) ; the Babylo- 
nian Captivity of Avignon (1305-76) ; 
and the Great Schism (1378-1417). 
All these and more colored the sit- 
uation that ultimately gave rise to 
Leo the X’s relentless opponent. 

To recapitulate: in the year 800, 
when Charlemagne was crowned Em- 
peror by Pope Leo III, Western 
Europe initiated its concept of Chris- 
tianity. The power of the Church 
was to underlie all human relations. 

It will be the purpose of the fol- 
lowing pages to show the long march 
of pertinent personalities, especially 
those who finally made for the break. 
Some 700 years, and seven Leos la- 


ter, the Protestant Revolution finally 
fired the long smoldering discontent. 
The resultant fall-out covered Europe, 
if not the world. 


Writers by the hundred have since 
explored social, economic, and _ po- 
litical maneuvering. Generalizations 
have been made; lessons drawn; fault 
found; and infinite complications of 
thought explained. It would, indeed, 
be presumptuous now to add or fur- 
ther belabor such conclusion. 


We will content ourselves, instead, 
with a sort of bibliographical tour. 
We will use the positions and idiosyn- 
crasies of the foremost people of the 
time. We will stroll with our guides 
through the hallways and byways 
that ultimately lead to another edi- 
fice—a new edifice labeled Modern 
Europe! 

And with circa 1500 more or less 
as our target, we note how Dante, 
for example, led to Ariosto; how 
da Vinci to Michelangelo; Diirer to 
the German school, and Botticelli to 
the Italian school. Religious compe- 
tition alone can never hope to give 
the entire picture; theologians only 
are a simple segment of their own 
world in flux. 


So art must similarly be consid- 
ered as it embellishes book-craft. 
Book-craft, in turn, intrigues fur- 
ther thought. An intellectual and a 
moral re-awakening leads to contro- 
versy, to discontent, to wider explora- 
tion in all fields. 

This impinging quality stirs a 
chain reaction not unlike that found 
in a fission explosion. And the per- 
sonalities embroiled are not too far 
removed in a social sense from the 
bombardment of atoms in the sense 
that physics now explains, 

The Reformation and/or the Re- 
naissance, therefore, merely explains 
some of the overt detail. It helps 
make for an intelligible confusion. 
It helps make for a later interpreta- 
tion. It puts together odd combina- 
tions, and, at times, comes up with 
rather odd conclusions. Above all, it 
arbitrarily and artificially distorts 
as it attempts to be clear and objec- 
tive. 

Actually only the people at the time 
count, especially the “rugged individ- 
ualists.” This latter group, after all, 
are the main reason for our advance 
and general progress. More power to 
them, and more power to our appre- 
ciation of the same!

What and where were and are 
the porcelain factories of Germany 
and Austria, from Meissen to now: 
What are their marks? What is the 
difference between Meissen and Dres- 
den porcelain? 

What do experienced collectors look 
for? What are some things ama- 
teur collectors should not do? Does 
being “real old” in itself mean ‘ real 
value” in a piece of porcelain? 

These and myriad other facts are 
given in this book simply, clearly, 
logically. Each factory is located; 
dated, its important backers named ; 
its leading artists discussed; its por- 
celain characteristics stated as to 
color and quality of the paste, type 
of modeling, something of the paint- 
ing, the kind of items produced, etc. 

Many pictures, some in color, illus- 
trate these characteristic items. The 
marks are given with page and num- 
ber reference to their almost full size 
illustrations. 

Production charts and text explain 
how porcelain is made, A chart lists 
the various branches of ceramics, 
from earthenware and crockery to 
stoneware and porcelain. 

An early history of porcelain in- 
cludes its European birth in Ger- 
many, the art styles followed, and 
something of the early collectors and 
collections.

War games display an Alquerque 
board cut in a 1400 B.C. Egyptian 
temple roof slab; move Shatranj or 
chess from India to Persia to Byzan- 
tium, to Greece; and show a Saxon 
Hnefatafl game board from a Roman 
grave. 

Games of Position show Noughts 
& Crosses — recently called Tic Tac 
Dough ina TV program. See the ver- 
sion, Nine Men’s Morris, from the 


Gokstad ship, cA.D. 900. Read 
about Wei Ch’i, a great intellectual 
game. 


The Mancala group has a limestone 
Mancala “board” from ancient Egypt. 
See similar ones now used by Afri- 
cans in the Caribbean for Awari. 


Read about Dice games in Sumer, 
Egypt, Germany, Scandinavia, In- 
dian America. Learn how “Seven 
come eleven,” and “Chill’en crying 
fo’ bread” started. 

Domino games include the story 
of Ma-jong, as old as Confucius. 
Bingo is here too, along with others.

SOCIETY RECEIVES 
HISTORICAL PAPERS 


The New York, N. Y., Historical 
Society has recently received several 
important Richard Varick papers to 
add to its extensive collection of 
American Revolutionary War docu- 
ments. These papers were given to 
the Society by three descendants of 
the Varick family. 

Colonel Varick was Benedict Ar- 
nold’s aide in 1780 when Arnold was 
discovered leading a conspiracy to 
surrender West Point, the key to 
American positions above New York, 
to the British. Varick later peti- 
tioned Washington for a court of in- 
quiry, which completely cleared 
Varick of any complicity ‘in the af- 
fair. 

Among the papers is a contempo- 
rary copy of a letter signed “Gus- 
tavus,” General Arnold’s code name, 
addressed to “Mr. John Anderson” 
(Major John Andre, a British of- 
ficer) in which Arnold discusses the 
proposed betrayal of West Point. The 
copy was used at Varick’s trial and 
attached to the letter is the signed 
testimony of William Heron, an es- 
pionage agent, explaining how the 
original letter (now in the Library 
of Congress) was intercepted. 

Also included in the collection is 
an interesting notebook kept by Ar- 
nold dated June 22, 1780 through 
September 12, 1780, with a reference 
on the next to last page to “John 
Anderson.” Of particular significance 
is a letter, signed by Margaret (Mrs. 
Benedict) Arnold dated September 
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26, 1780 written to Col. Varick the 
day after Arnold’s flight to New 
York City in which Mrs. Arnold re- 
quests that any money due to Ar- 
nold be sent to her. 

Varick was later selected as Rec- 
ording Secretary by Washington in 
order to arrange all his correspon- 
dence and the records of the Con- 
tinental Army. This display of con- 
fidence by Washington silenced for- 
ever the whispered slanders against 
Varick which lingered despite the 
court of inquiry which had exoner- 
ated him. Varick was elected mayor 
of New York in 1789, and held that 
office until 1801. He was one of the 
founders of The American Bible So- 
ciety. 

The library of The New-York His- 
torical Society is one of the princi- 
pal reference libraries of American 
history in this country, and is open 
to adults for research daily, except 
Sunday, from 10 a.m, to 5 p.m.

It is hard to believe that Colonel 
Mosby survived the Civil War, The 
strategic harassments of his Parti- 
san Rangers drove General Grant 
to order: “Where any of Mosby’s 
men are caught, hang them without 
trial.” It is even more astonishing 
to realize that he lived until May 30, 
1916, over half a century after the 
termination of the war. Lee had 
died in 1870; Joseph E. Johnston, in 
1891; and Beauregard, in 1893. Of 
the Union leaders, Grant died in 
1885; Sheridan, in 1888; and Sher- 
man, in 1891. At the time of his 
— Mosby was nearly 83 years 
old.

Letters of 


Confederate Raider Mosby 


By DORIS H. HAMILTON 


After the war Mosby settled in 
Warrenton, Va., resuming his prac- 
tice as a lawyer. In 1872, he cam 
paigned for the election of Grant. 
In spite of much criticism he conti- 
nued his support of the Republican 
Party, endorsing the candidacy of 
Hayes in 1876. He served as USS. 
Consul in Hong Kong from 1878 
until 1885, then he practised law in 
San Fnancisco and served as land 
agent in Colorado. From 1904 until 
1910 he was an assistant attorney 
for the Department of Justice. He 
wrote two books: Mosby’s War Rem- 
iniscences, and Stuart’s Cavalry 
Campaigns (1887), and Stuart’s 
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John S, Mosby describes his visit with 


Theodore Roosevelt at the White House. 





Cavalry in the Gettysburg Campaign 
(1908). At the time of his death 
he was writing additional memoirs. 

I have just finished reading a 
group of his letters written between 
1908 and 1916. They are concerned 
mainly with family matters, but he 
constantly refers to important events 
in his life. The letters are addressed 
to “Mosby” iand “Spottswood” and 
are written in brown ink on 8x10 
light tan paper. P 

In writing from Washington on 
June 1, 1908, he recalls a wartime 
operation: 

“IT am now out of the hospital and 
today went to the Dept:—the first 
time in a month. I lad to undergo a 
severe surgical operation. The sur- 
geon said that I stood it better than 
any patient he ever had. Forest 
Beattie was by me. He says that 
the first thing I said when [I recov- 
ered consciousness was ‘Forest! You 
& I have been through this thing 
before. Forest stood by me _ twice 
during the war when a surgeon cut 
me to extract bullets.” 

Mosby’s thoughts were not en- 
tirely in the past. On March 3, 1909, 
he writes on Department of Justice 
stationery: 

“. . . I took the children to the 
White House Monday to shake hands 
with Mr. Roosevelt. He was very 
cordial—remarked— ‘I shall always 
be proud that you served under my 
Administration.’ I toid him Pauline’s 
favorite toy was a Teddy Bear— 
that I once asked her where Teddy 
Bear lived and that she answered ‘in 
the White Hoase.’ He roared laugh- 
ing and said vhat he felt flattered 
by her speech... .” 

On November 18, 1909, he wrote 
a seathing indictment of college foot- 
ball, with particular reference to his 
Alma Mater, the University of Vir- 
ginia: 

“When I was a student there the 
University did not need to practice 
such arts—students were attracted 
by the great names of the teach- 
ers. ... The Faculty of the Univer- 
sity seem to have discarded the Baco- 
nian philosophy and to be trying 
to revert to a primitive state; put- 
ting muscle and prize-fighters on 
top. But, say the defenders of such 
sport, it develops the manhood of 
youth, I deny it unless by manhood 
they mean mere physical strength. 
My idea of manhood is a sense of 
honor and courage; such qualities 
may exist in a weak body. The differ- 
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ence between our ideals is the dis- 
tance between Stonewall Jackson and 
John L. Sullivan... .” 

On October 25, 1912, he is very 
much in the present again as he 
writes of an acquaintance he expects 
to make: 

“| . Hope you had a pleasant in- 
terview yesterday with the bull 
Mooser. I recd, yesterday a 
note from Mrs. Waldorf Astor writ- 
ten from her father’s home, Mira- 
dor, in Albemarle Co., Va., saying 
that she was going to start home 
(to London) next week and wd. stop 
over in Wachington & wd. come to 
see me. Her husband is a member 
of the English Pariiament. She was 
Nannie Langdorne of Lynchburg. . . 
Now you must not think my head is 
turned by attention from rich peo- 
ple in such high social station. I 
simply write it to you because it 
may be gratifying to you .. . I shall 
go to Warrenton to vote for Taft. . .” 

In a letter of June 5, 19138, the 
old cavalryman mentions his dislike 
of things modern! “. . . I have as 
great a prejudice against postcards 
as I have against the turkey trot or 
automobiles.” 

From Elkton, Va., he writes on 
June 30, 1918: 

“|. I see that a statue of Genl. 
Welles will be unveiled there (Get- 
tysburg) on July 3d. I captured 
Wells with ia col. of his men about 
March 20th... in Fairfax. He was 
then Major, 1st Vermont Cavalry 
I wrote (Willie to get acquainted with 
his family. They have been very 
kind to me since the war. I have 
received cards to the weddings of 
his son and two daugnters. On the 
day I arrived in San Francisco from 
Hong Kong [I -met Genl. Wells at 
the Palace Hotel. He was very cor- 
dial . . . I am improving in health 
every day. I am rather lonely but 
am studying in Henderson’s Life of 
Jackson with maps his campaigns on 
= ground where he fought his bat- 

es.” 

From his room at The Alamo in 
Washington, he writes on July 9, 
1914; 

“T have arranged to go on the Elec- 
tric to Fairfax C. H. on the 20th, 
thence to drive over to Manassas & 


From Washington on October 8, 
1914, he writes again about ex-Vir- 
ginian, Mrs. Astor: 

“T told her to tell George (the 
King) I wd. be glad to come over 
& fight for him. You see that she 
sent him my message and he re- 
PRES. 5.5, 32? 

On December 5, he writes: 

“T was in Richmond wounded in 
Febr. 1865 and sat for my portrait 
to an artist. A photographer there 
has made a photo of it & I shall 


» Send you a copy for Mrs. La Forge 
next week. .. .” 


On February 16, 1915, he writes 
invited by the 
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Quill Club of New York to deliver 
his lecture on Stuart’s Cavalry on 
March 16th. Honorarium: $150. He 
mentions that he changed his mind 
about visiting the University of Vir- 
ginia: 

“J was invited to meet Taft at 
the University & accepted. Then I 
didn’t go . . . they intended to give 
me a testimonial that wd. be an 
atonement for their having expelled 
me from the University for shoot- 
ing a bully: that determined me not 
to go. It is crucifixion to me to 
undergo any kind of a_ceremo- 
Meals ss ce 

Mosby overcame his reluctance for 
on May 5, 1915, he writes from the 
University of Virginia: 

“J have had a pleasant time here 
& been most cordially treated. M. C. 
Michie drove me over to Mirador & 
we lunched with Chillie Langhorne: 
—Mrs. Astor’s father. Today I leave 
for Washington . . . The only crit- 
icism I have heard of my address is 
that I kept myself in the _ back- 
ground. I scarcely appeared on the 
scenes except two or three times as 
a witness. Col. Chapman, Major 


Richards—my surgeon, Dr. Donn— 
and several of my old men sat on 
the platform. Donn had the knife with 
wh. he cut a bullet out of me. Dr. 
Alderman introduced me. [ expect to 
keep at home pretty close at work

CHARLES HAMIL 
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In a letter at the end of the 


month he writes: 

“|. The reception I got at the 
University is the proudest recollec- 
tion of my life. I have just bided my 
time—made no apologies for any- 
thing I had done & I was recd. as 
a conqueror... .” 

In September, the death of his 
son, Johnnie, and ill health necessi- 
tate cancellation of a trip. He writes 
on September 1: 

“T had agreed to go with Gov. 
Forbes on the ground where we cap- 
tured his father & Henry Fairfax 
who lives near the place wrote me 
that he wd. entertain him and my 
friends. But when [I feel more com- 
posed [ shall write Forbes that while 
I can not in my depressed spirits go 
with the party my friends will meet 
him and show him every attention.” 

Colonel Mosby is alluding here to 
his capture on July 6, 1864, of Major 
William H. Forbes and fifty-six other 
officers and men of the Second Mas- 
sachusetts and Thirteenth New York 
Cavalry. According to Virgil C. 
Jones’ lively account in Gray Ghosts 
and Rebel Raiders, Mosby himself 
narrowly escaped injury when Forbes 
came upon him in combat and 
plunged a saber through his coat! 

From 1440 Rhode Island Avenue in 
Washington on December 6, 1915, 
Mosby writes his last birthday letter: 

“This is the 82nd anniversary of 
my birthday. On this day 51 years 
ago I dined with General Robert E. 
Lee at his headquarters near Peters- 
burg. I asked him to recommend a 
certain thing to the Confed. War 
Dept. He told me to go in his Ad- 
jutant’s Office & write him a let-

Materials Used for Stone Artifacts 


Most collectors have noticed from 
time to time that there are different 
kinds of stone used to make their 
artifacts but few go into it much 
further. Perhaps one of the difficul- 
ties is that there seems to be no 
easily understood book on how to tell 
one kind of stone from another. Cer- 
tainly another is that an index to 
minerals comprises some 1500 names, 
among which flint is one of 14 
grouped under quartz, and quartz is 
among many forms of a division 
called oxygen compounds, and many 
of those minerals look like one anoth- 
er and many more are indistinguish- 
able from each other except by ex- 
perts. 

Flint seems to be one of the most 
familiar of the stones used by stone 
age men; to the point sometimes that 
all chipped artifacts are loosely clas- 
sified under “Flint.” This would seem 
to indicate that flint is easily rec- 
ognized, but its identification be- 
comes complicated almost as soon as 
one goes into what is meant by 
“flint.” 

Back in 1897 Dr. Thomas Wilson, 
then curator of the division of pre- 
historic archaeology of the United 
States, reported in the Annual Re- 
port of the Smithsonian Institution 
for that year an analysis of the 
nature and use of flint. He began 
with a microscopic examination of 
flints from various sources in both 
Europe and thé United States to de- 
termine if what was called flint in 
both places was the same material. 
He found that it was. He also found 
that the difference between flint from 
one place and flint from another was 
not a continental difference but a 
difference between places in Europe 
and also places in the United States. 

Differences in the appearances of 
flints from these various places he 
laid to impurities in the stone, stat- 
ing, “If there were no impurities 
or foreign matter in it, the flint 
would be nearly clear white.” 

Flint is in the mineralogical range 
of quartz, which has two main divi- 
sions, vitreous and cryptocrystalline, 
flint being in the latter division. 
Vitreous quartz is pellucid, but even 
so can be tinted with colors, creat- 
ing such varieties as rose quartz, 
smoky quartz, false topaz, and ame- 
thyst. Cryptocrystalline quartz is 
chalcedonic or jaspery. The former, 
besides chalceauny, includes agate, 
carnelian, and onyx. Jaspery quartz 
has aluminous content and is colored

by iron oxide, mainly in reds and 
yellows. 

‘Assuming that an artifact is def- 
initely flint, it may differ quite a 
bit from other flints in appearance. 
As noted, Dr. Wilson lays such dif- 
ferences to the presence of impuri- 
ties. They may also result from 
other factors in composition which 
cause a flint to look lustrous, or dull, 
or may result in one kind whitening 


with weathering and another being 
unaffected. 

Flint colors, he states, can be gray, 
shading through yellow, green, blue 
and smoky black or with tints. of 
red, yellow, and brown, merging with 
chalcedony. As noted, some kinds 
weather to white, and pure flint 


would be nearly clear white. 
Its widespread appeal to prehis- 
toric toolmakers lay in its having no

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cleavage, but splitting in all direc- 
tions, making it easy to chip as de- 
sired, although it was still tough and 
hard, with a keen cutting edge. 

Flint can be found in both nodules 
and strata and deposited in chalk or 
limestone, Flint Ridge, Ohio, is no- 
table for ledge deposit, but in the 
same state flint disks show origins 
in nodules. Similar difference between 
one place and another was found by 
Dr. Wilson to occur in Europe, col- 
ors credited to different localities in 
the Old World being lignt gray, lus- 
trous brown, nearly white, beeswax 
hue, and blackish brown weathering 
into white. For the United States he 
cites Illinois flint as light gray 
weathering to white, and Ohio’s Flint 
Ridge material as running through a 
range of colors and passing from 
the waxy luster of chalcedony to the 
“dull opacity of degraded chert,” but 
not weathering out to white as in 
Illinois. 

Some of the minerals in crypto- 
crystalline quartzes he lists in or- 
der from fineness and purity to 
coarseness and impurity as opal, 
agate, chalcedony, flint, chert, and 
hornstone. 

Changes in colors over all and 
in a single piece of flint, he credits

Damascus blades are swords or 
scymitars, presenting upon their sur- 
face a variegated appearance of 
watering, as white, silvery, or black 
veins, in fine lines, or fillets; fibrous, 
crossed, interlaced, or parallel, etc. 
They are brought from the East, 
being fabricated chiefly at Damas- 
cus, whence their name. 

Their excellent quality has become 
proverbial; for which reason these 
blades are much sought after by 
military men, and are high priced. 
The Oriental processes have never 
been satisfactorily described; but of 
late years methods have been de- 
vised in Europe to imitate the fab- 
ric very well. 

Clouet and Hachette pointed out 
the three following processes for 
producing Damascus blades: 1, that 
of parallel fillets; 2, that by torsion; 
8, the mosaic. 

The first, which is still pursued 
by some French cutlers, consists in 
scooping out with a graving tool 
the faces of a piece of stuff com- 

osed of thin plates of different 

inds of steel. These hollows are, by 

a subsequent operation, filled up, 
and brought to a level with the ex- 
ternal faces, upon which they sub- 
sequently form tress-like figures. 

Second. The method of torsion, 
which is more generally employed at 
present, consists of forming a bundle 
of rods or slips of steel, which are 
welded together in a well-wrought 
bar, twisted several times round its 
axis. It is repeatedly forged, and 
twisted alternately; after which it 
is slit in the line of its axis, and 
the two halves are welded with their 
outsides in contact; by which means 
their faces will exhibit various con- 
figurations. 

Third. The mosaic method con- 
sists in preparing a bar, as by the 
torsion plan, and cutting this bar 


into short pieces of nearly equal _ 


length. with which a faggot is 
formed and welded together; taking 
care to preserve the sections of each 
piece at the surface of the blade. In 
this way, all the variety of the de- 
sign is displayed, corresponding to 
each fragment of the cut bar. 

The blades of Clouet, independent- 
ly of their excellent quality, their 
flexibility, and extreme elasticity, 
have this advantage over the Ori- 
ental blades, that they exhibit in the 
very substance of the metal, de- 


signs, letters, inscriptions, and, gen- 
erally speaking, all kinds of figures 
which had been delineated before- 
hand. 

Notwithstanding these successful 
results of Clouet, it was pretty clear 
that the watered designs of the true 
Damascus scymitar were essentially 
different. 

M. Breant has attempted a solu- 
tion of this problem. He supposes 
that the substance of the Oriental 
blades is a cast-steel more highly 
charged with carbon than our Euro- 
pean steel, and in which, by means 
of a cooling suitably conducted, a 
crystallization takes place of two 
distinct combinations of carbon and 
iron. This separation is, he thinks, 
the essential condition; for if the 
melted steel be suddenly cooled in a 
small crucible or ingot, there is no 
damascene appearance. 

If an excess of carbon be mixed 
with iron, the whole of the metal 
will be converted into steel; and the 
residuary carbon will combine in a 
new proportion with a portion of 
the steel so formed. There will be 
two distinct compounds; namely, 
pure steel, and carburetted steel or 
cast-iron. 

These at first being imperfectly 
mixed, will tend to separate if, 
while still fluid, they be left in a 
state of repose: and form a crystal- 
lization in which the particles of the 
two compounds will place themselves 
in the crucible in an order deter- 
mined by their affinity and density 
conjoined. 

If a blade forged out of steel so 
prepared be immersed in acidulous 
water, it will display a very dis- 
tinct Damascus appearance; the por- 
tions of pure steel becoming black, 
and those of the carburetted steel 
remaining white, because the acids 
with difficulty disengage its carbon. 
The slower such a compound is 
cooled, the larger the Damascus 
veins will be. 

Tavernier relates that the steel 
crucible ingots, like those of Wootz, 
for making the true Damascus, come 
from Golconda, that they are the 
size of a halfpenny roll, and when 
cut in two, form two swords. 

Steel combined with manganese 
displays the Damascus appearance 
very strongly. 

A mixture of 100 parts soft iron, 
and two of lamp black, melts as 
readily as ordinary steel. Several of 
the best blades which M. Breant 
presented to the Societe d’Encourage- 
ment are the product of this com- 
bination. This is an easy way of 
making cast-steel without previous 
cementation of the iron. 


One hundred parts of filings of 
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very grey cast-iron, and 100 parts 
of filings previously oxidized, pro- 
duced by their fusion together, a 
beautiful damascene steel, fit for 
forging into white arms, sabres, 
swords, etc. This compound is re- 
markable for its elasticity, an es- 
sential quality, not possessed by the 
old Indian steel. 

The greater proportion of the oxi- 
dized cast-iron the tougher the steel. 
Care should be taken to stir the 
materials during their fusion, be- 
fore it is allowed to cool; otherwise 
they will not afford a homogeneous 
damask. 

If the steel contains much carbon 
it is difficult to forge, and cannot 
be drawn out except within a nar- 
row range of temperature. When 
heated to a red-white it crumbles 
under the hammer; at a cherry-red 
it becomes hard and brittle; and as 
it progressively cools it becomes 
still more unmalleable. 

It resembles completely Indian 
steel, which European blacksmiths 
cannot forge, because they are ignor- 
ant of the suitable temperature for 
working it. M. Breant, by studying 
this point, succeeded in forging fine 
blades. 

Experience has proved that these 
obicular veins, called by the work- 
men knots or thorns (ronces), which 
are seen upon the finest Eastern 
scymitars, are the result of the man- 
ner of forging them, as well as the 
method of twisting the Damascus 
bars. If these be drawn in length, 
the veins wil! be longitudinal; if they 
be spread equally in all directions, 
the stuff will have a crystalline as- 
pect; if they be made wavy in the 
two directions, undulated veins will 
be produced like those in the Ori- 
ental Damascus.

WHAT IS IT? 


In a recent survey of the collec- 
tions of the National Park Service 
at Fredericksburg National Battle- 
field Park, Fredericksburg, Va., a 
number of interesting military speci- 
mens were uncovered. 

Among the unidentified was a 
unique artillery shell of American 
or possibly British origin and hav- 
ing the characteristics of a rifled 
cannon shell of the period. 

It is a complex bit of ordnance 
material in that it has a lead sabot, 
a wooden sabot, and a tin-plate cov- 
ering extending oVer most of these; 
in firing it is likely that the sheet 
metal left the projectile just out- 
side the muzzle and the wooden 
sabot then or not much later. In 
function the tin held the assembly 
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The completely assembled ‘Mystery shell.” 


The shell separated from its metal casing.

Although many wil] disagree with 
me, I think Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was the greatest American of our 
time. It has been more than 15 years 
since his death but he is still both 
revered and despised as intensely as 
if he were living. 

Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr., Har- 
vard professor, author of books on 
the Roosevelt era, and recipient of 
the Pulitzer Prize for History in 
1945, rates F.D.R. as the third great- 
est President, behind Lincoln and 
Washington. 

When it comes to post cards, how- 
ever, the number of Franklin Roose- 
velt cards don’t compare with the 
number of Washington and Lincoln 
cards. As time goes on, I hope to 
see more good cards published com- 
memorating the events in the life of 
our 31st President. 

The scarcity of Roosevelt cards 
could be due to the fact that he had 
entered national politics during an 
age when post cards were not as 
popular as they were when the cen- 
tennial of Lincoln’s birth was com- 
memorated in 1909 and the bicen- 
tennial of Washington in 1932. 

Another reason could be that he 
knew only one family home, the one 
at Hyde Park, N. Y. Lincoln and 
Washington lived and visited in sev- 
eral:places that have been preserved 
and. pictured on post cards. 

Some portraits of F.D.R. have 
turned up on-post cards but these 
have been photo cards or cheaper 
one-color cards which were either 
produced by individual collectors or

America. I have yet to see a chrome 
card or any color card for that mat- 
ter, with a close-up portrait of Roose- 
velt. I don’t say that there aren’t 
any, I just haven’t seen any. 


There are several sets of cards 
showing an exterior view of the man- 
sion at Hyde Park and interiors of 
the rooms. A view of the grave in 
the garden is also included in most 
of the sets. Roosevelt was born at 
Hyde Park, January 30, 1882. 

I have six cards reproduced from 
paintings by Ruth Perkins Safford, 
and copyrighted by National Park 
Concessions, Inc. This set. includes 
a view of the exterior of the man- 
sion, and interiors of The Dining- 
room, Snuggery, Roosevelt’s Bed- 
room, Dresden Room, and The Li- 
brary. There could be more to the 
set as the cards are not numbered. 


Another nice set is a real photo 
set and includes views of the ex- 
terior of the home, the Bedroom in 
which Roosevelt was born, The 
Study, The Dresden Room, Recep- 
tion Hall, Library, Roosevelt’s Bed- 
room, Dining-room, St. James Epis- 
copal' Church which Roosevelt at- 
tended, a view of the Grave and Mon- 
ument, The Roosevelt Memorial Li- 
brary, and the Naval Exhibition 
Room. 

The Post Card Collector’s Club of 
America published several portraits 
of F.D.R. alone, or with other heads 
of governments. One card shows por- 
traits of Roosevelt and King Gustaf 
V of Sweden. The caption on the 
back reads: In Remembrance of

King of Canada, Roosevelt, and Win- 
ston Churchill at the Quebec Con- 
ference in 1943. Still another card 
shows Churchill, Roosevelt, and Stal- 
in at the Yalta Conference in 1945. 

There is also a card commemorat- 
ing the Wake Island Conference, 
October 15, 1950. On the face of the 
card are three views. One shows a 
map tracing the routes taken by 
President Truman and General Mac 
Arthur to the Conference. The sec- 
ond picture shows Roosevelt and 
Mac Arthur when they met at Pearl 
Harbor in 1944. And the third pic- 
ture shows the little quonset hut on 
Wake Island where Truman and Mac- 
Arthur met. 

There are several exterior and in- 
terior views of the Little White 
House at Warm Springs, Ga: ‘The 
small six-room cottage is a memorial 
to the late President. It was built 
in 1933 as Roosevelt’s Georgia home 
and it was here that he died April 
12, 1945. 

Franklin D. is one of the favorite 
subjects with Maximum Card Col- 
lectors because of the many stamps 
issued by countries all over the world 
in memory of this great American.

to the action of metallic oxides, 
chiefly iron; with green due to nickle 
and purple to manganese. 

Dr. Wilson’s study is now more 
than 60 years old and since then 
much observation has been added, 
particularly in the area of Western 
stone materials, and perhaps some 
corrections have been made, but it 
is still a solid base for intelligent 
scrutiny of the nature of and rea- 
sons for the differences in appearance 
of artifacts made of flint. 

Similar studies could be made of 
other much used materials. For ex- 
ample “rock hounds” declare that 
west of the Rockies there is no flint, 
and while in some areas in the West 
obsidian is as predominant as flint 
is in much of the Hast, there are 
others where no obsidian artifacts 
sre found save for occasional intru- 
sions from elsewhere. In both East 
and West the tenaency was in the 
absence of obsidian or flint to choose 
the next most satisfactory and plen- 
tiful substitute. Also everywhere in- 
dividual arrow chippers tried out al- 
most any varieties of stone including 
such unlikely stone as slate, or ba- 
salt. In a considerable area in the 
East such a difficult medium as su- 
gar quartz was resorted to for thou- 
sands of usually clumsy looking, but 
sufficiently effective points. 

That collectors are aware of the 
possibilities in displays of varieties 
of stone used for projectile points, 
and other artifacts, is occasionally 
in evidence. A fine instance is afford- 
ed in the extensive collection of Dr. 
David Marvin in Essex Junction, 
Vt. Dr. Marvin has assembled a 
striking display of points in different 
materials, his list of such materials 
being as follows: cy 
_ Black flint, gray chert, chert with 
iron pyrite, silicon quartz with coral 
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formation, tan waxy chalcedony, 
quartzite, red quartzite, crystal 
quartz, clear quartz, and a rare com- 
bination of black obsidian and red 
quartz. 

Opalescent moss agate, pink agate, 
pink and gray agate, banded flint, 
tan flint, shale slate, gray slate, 
brown flint, conglomerate of avalite, 
chert, and jasper; a combination of 
chert, jasper, and quartz; orange 
jasper and chert, chert minus its 
silicon, pink chert, gray and light 
gray chert, half chert and chalce- 
dony, white chert, and spotted chert. 

Pink jasper with fossils of bryzoa 
and crinoids chert with fossil cri- 
noid stem, black and gray flint with 
chalcedony streaks, pink jasper, red 
jasper with pink chert stem, russet 
and red jasper, milky and white chal- 
cedony, grey and rose chalcedony, 
hornstone, rose chalcedony, petrified 
wood, gray quartz, red slate, banded 
gray flint, white mottled chert, gray 
and black quartzite. 

Cream chert, light tan chert with 
fossil crinoids, gray quartzite, oolite, 
obsidian, chalcedony, smoky chalce- 
dony, black quartzite, banded gray 
flint, and gray quartzite.

ter to be forwarded, wh. I did. You 
can now see this letter published in 
the War records ...

These letters were written at the 
end of the life of the man who had 
in the early morning of March 9, 
1868, ridden with 30 of his men into 
the heart of a Union camp and cap- 
tured Brigadier General Edwin H. 
Stoughton, two captains, 30 privates, 
and 58 horses. While written, as 
their originator admitted, when his 
life had “fall’n into the sear, the 
yellow leaf,” they are the letters of 
a war hero who had many days of 
glory to recollect.

A POLITICAL DECK 
THAT BACKFIRED 


By FRED G. TAYLOR 
American Embassy, Prague 


Periods of political storm and 
stress frequently have given card 
makers the opportunity to document 
important occasions, incidents, or 
eras with packs of playing cards 
depicting personalities or events con- 
nected with these occasions. 

Rarely has such documentation 
been free from bias or malice. Nor 
have card makers been reluctant to 
falsify facts, twist motives, or other- 
wise malign, impugn, or sully the 
characters of the principals involved. 

One need but recall such examples 
as the satirical English series which 
included such collectors’ items as the 
Spanish Armada pack of about 1590, 
and the Horrid Popish Plot deck (also 
known as the Titus Oates pack) pub- 
lished in 1679. Similarly the Rump 
Parliament pack was issued around 
1684, the Duke of Monmouth Re- 
bellion pack around 1685, the two 
James II packs in 1688 and 1689. 
There were also the South Sea Bub- 
ble pack of 1720, and the colorful 
Austrian Revolution pack of 1848. 

One of the most interesting, al- 
though vitriolic, decks of political 
playing cards in our own day was 
that of the so-called Adenauer pack. 
It was printed for distribution as 
party campaign propaganda material 
by the Social Democratic Party of 
West Germany. 

The entire printing of these Aden- 
auer packs was confiscated on orders 
of the Adenauer government. Aden- 
auer, and members of his cabinet, 
may have felt that they had suffici- 
ent grounds to protest the distribu- 
tion of the cards on the basis that 
the cards contained slanderous alle- 
gations. However, the order for con- 
fiscation actually was given for the 
simple reason that the Social Demo- 
cratic Party had neglected to pay the 
required playing card tax on each 
and every pack. This tax applies 
whether playing cards are intended 
for free distribution or for public 
sale. 

The pack is made up in the stan- 
dard “Skat” format, and consists of 
32 cards, seven through Ace for each 


of the four suits. Each card is illus- > 
trated with a caricature or cartoon— 


and a verse. The four Knaves and 
the four Kings represent caricatures 


of Adenauer and members of hisf 
coalition cabinet as it existed at thef 


time the cards were printed. The 


four Queens represent the political F 


parties which made up the coalition.

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The Club Suit 


The Jack of Clubs, rather than the 
King, caricatures Chancellor Aden- 
auer as Konrad I. Viewed from one 
end, the card shows Adenauer carry- 
ing a spear to which is attached an 
army boot labeled EVG (Europae- 
ische Verteidigungs Gemeinschaft - 
the ill-fated European Defense Com- 
munity). The Chancellor’s other hand 
grasps a beer stein labeled “The 
Saar.” A scroll over the Chancellor’s 
shoulder reads “It’s a pleasure to 
run the Government.” 

Viewed from the opposite end, the 
card shows Adenauer’s spear flying 
the banner of the Montan Union - 
the European Coal and Steel Com- 
munity. Adenauer’s right hand clutch- 
es a shield labeled Konrad I, and 
2 second scroll reads “I wish to 
govern forever.” 

The Queen of Clubs represents the 
CDU. the Christian Democratic Un- 
ion, which is the Chancellor’s party. 
Viewed from one end, the card shows 
the bespectacled Queen holding a 
sack of money in one hand. The 
sack bears the label “High Finance.” 
The other hand and arm cradles a 
cigar-smoking, top-hatted baby titled 
“Heavy Industry.” 

Seen from the opposite end, the 
same figure holds a sword topped by 
a steel helmet labeled EVG (Euro- 
pean Defense Community). The 
Queen reads from a book titled “CDU 
Ballads of Military Life.” The verse 
reads: 

“The Queen of Clubs and her 

ardent swain 

Are closer than a mustard plaster; 

Obviously their love is without 

strain - 

As long as she obeys her master!” 


The King of Clubs depicts Cabinet 
Minister and (Free German 
Party) representative Dehler. Viewed 
from one end, the card shows Dehler 
with the Federal Constitution Court 
(Bundesverfassungsgericht) tucked 
under one arm. 

Viewed from the opposite end, the 
card depicts Dehler as the arch en- 
emy of trade unionism and the pro- 
tagonist of the suppression of free 
enterprise. The verse hints that the 
FDP would be most embarrassed if 
the truth were known about Dehler.

The Jack of Hearts represents 


| Minister Erhard, the architect (with 


America’s help) of West Germany’s 
miraculous economic recovery. View- 
ed from one end, the card shows 
Erhard playing a clarinet. The vari- 
ous signs indicate that the entire 
cost-of-living scale has skyrocketed 
under his administration. 

Viewed from the opposite end, 
Erhard is shown holding a shield 
upon which is written: “Money is 
the best means of influence.’ The 
verse reads: 


“If you dance to Erhard’s song - 
You have-not, you’ll be gone ’ere 


ong; 
The rich get richer, and loll in bed; 
The poor can eat their dried-up 
bread” 


The Queen of Hearts represents 
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the FDP (Freie Deutsche Partei - 
Free German Party), a member of 
Adenauer’s’ coalition government. 
Viewed from one end, the card shows 
a blindfolded Queen carrying a bas- 
ket of Nazi leftovers. 

Viewed from the opposite end, the 
Queen is shown clutching her money 
bags which are labeled “Money Bag 
Politics.” The Queen holds a book 
titled “Standpoint of the Man of the 
House.” The verse reads: 


“More money than honor has this 

dame; 

To get more is her only game; 

She’ll flirt with Nazis or High 

Finance, 

And lead them all a merry dance!” 

The King of Hearts depicts Min- 
ister Seeboehm, a representative of 
the Nazi-riddled minority Deutsche 
Partei (German Party). Scorned by 
The Social Democrats because of his 
anti-trade unionism, Seebhoehm is 
shown admiring a scroll describing 
himself as “the greatest, handsom- 
est, most significant, and effective 
minister of all time.” 

The opposite caricature shows 
Seeboehm holding a sheaf of papers 
on which, in abbreviations, is writ- 
ten Goethe’s highly unflattering and 
well-known quotation from his drama 
wae von Berlichingen.” The verse 
reads: 


“Many scratch their heads and 
wonder, 

Who committed such a blunder? 

Spineless Seeboehm’s just a gag; 

He doffs his hat to every flag!” 


The Spade Suit 
The Jack of Spades depicts Minis- 
ter of Finance Schaeffer trimming 
the beard of the common man while 
coddling an industrialist baby. The 
verse reads: 


“The rich get richer and the poor 
get worse; 

To the CDU, this is chapter and 
verse; 

But if you’re poor, and your hands 
are blistered; 

Schaeffer’s scissors will have you 
de-whiskered”’ 


The Queen of Spades represents 
the Christian Socialist Union, the 
Bavarian version of the Christian 
Democratic Union, and a member of 
the Chancellor’s coalition. Viewed 
from one end, the card shows the 
Queen holding a shield labeled “With 
God for Bavaria, Bonn and Aden- 
auer!” The left hand holds a beer 
stein labeled ‘Konrad, command...”

Montana 
Agate 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


One agate that has such dis- 
tinguished characteristics as to make 
it almost always identifiable is that 
called “Montana Agate.” Actually 
it might better be called Yellowstone 
agate because it is found most gen- 
erally along the Yellowstone River. 

This great stream rises south-east 
of Yellowstone Park, flows through 
the Park, and out of Wyoming into 
Montana where it wanders the length 
of Montana and on into North Da- 
kota, far north of its source.

The agate has, as its most prominent 
feature, black dendrites. These usu- 
ally take the fern-like form (or 
profile) generally associated with 
dendrites. They are thought to be 
caused by a minute amount of man- 
ganese. 

It is noted that if this very small 
amount of the metallic element is 
present, the color turns lighter from 
black to dark brown, and still lighter 
to auburn, and last to a wine-red. 
It is probable that iron is associated 
with the small percentage of man- 
ganese, and thus the transition to 
the reddish color. 

The source of this agate is not 
exactly known. It is thought to have 
been seams of clear chalcedony that, 
with earth movements, developed 
small cracks into which the mangan- 
ese penetrated. Subsequent pres- 
sures healed the cracks enclosing the 
coloring matter. 

Other means of coloring is in the 
successive layers of silica between 
which the color was introduced by 
normal water deposition. It is sug- 
gested that each rainy season a 
cavity will fill with water carrying 
with it a small amount of silica. In 
the dry season the water evaporates, 
leaving this small amount of silica. 
After some 50,000 years the crevice 
may become completely filled, and 
thus the agate is formed. 


The lavas of the upper Yellowstone 
River are the host for these agates. 
While the Park Service of Yellow- 
stone Park frowns on taking trees, 
shrubbery, etc., from the park, we 
do not know of them saying anything 
to tourists picking up the agates. We 
do caution that they frown right- 
eously on anyone taking any of the 
petrified wood from the fine petri- 
fied tree near Tower Falls in north- 
central Yellowstone Park. 

The cut agate sets pictured came 
from outside the Park, near Red 
Lodge. Most prized are the type 
shown that look like forests or even 
single trees. The variety is infinite. 
Of course though the sets may be 
numbered in the millions, no two are 
ever alike. 

This agate takes a fine polish and 





is perhaps the easiest of all agates 
to bring to a final polish. The de- 
position of silica has been so uniform 
that the layers flow evenly in the 
polishing process. Normal polishing 
requires only a fairly worn 120 grit 
followed by 320 or 400 grit and 
oxide. As to the type of oxide, al- 
most any will do. 

The “turtle-back” effect is that 
in which a schiller shows when final- 
ly polished. This effect is a sign 
that the agate may also have “iris.” 
This is the rainbow which shows up 
occasionally when this agate is cut 
very thin. 

Not all turtle-back will show iris, 
but if you find the turtle-back effect 
you might be missing a very fine 
trophy if you don’t cut one very thin

Crest — Out of a crown or, a griffin’s 
head argent, collared of the first 
between two fleurs-de-lis sable, on 
the griffin’s neck a crescent. 





INTERPRETATION 


The above description of the 
SPENCER Armorial Bearing 1s 
found in the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society’s ROLL OF 
ARMS, ascribed to Col. Nicholas 
Spencer (ca. 1633-1699) of Cople, 
Bedfordshire, England, and of Cople 
Parish, Westmoreland County, Vir- 
ginia. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A shield divided into four equal parts 
(quarterly), .« the first and fourth 
quarters gold (or), and the second 
and third red (gules) with inter- 
laced fillets of gold (or) crossing the 
field with diagonal lines transversely. 

Across these quarters diagonally is 
a black (sable) band (bend) on which 
are charged three fleurs-de-lis silver 
(argent). The crest is a crown of 
gold (or) from which issues a silver 
(argent) griffin’s head with a collar 
of gold between two fleurs-de-lis 
sable (black), on the griffin’s neck 
a crescent of unknown hue. 

“Fretty” is a lattice work arrange- 
ment of interlaced pieces. A fretty 
shield consists throughout of a series 
of apparent mascles, or meshes of a 
net, and authorities on Heraldic 
meanings are inclined to the belief 
that a net is intended by this ar- 
morial figure. 

Like the mascles, the fret or fret- 
ted shield would signify “persuasion.” 
When taken with the symbolism of 
the colors, such bearings are full of 
interest and dignity. 

The band or “bend” represents the 
suspender holding the knight’s shield, 
and is a high military honor. The

fleur-de-lis, as a symbol, represented 
purity. 

The griffin, a fabulous animal, is 
supposed by those in India to be 
nine times the size of a lion, with 
the head. wings, and talons of an 
eagle, and the body of a lion. Guil- 
lim, an authority on Heraldic mean- 
ings, says that it “sets forth the 
property of a valorous soldier whose 
magnanimity is such that he will dare 
all dangers, and even death itself, 
rather than become captive.” It also 
symbolized vigilancy. 

The crescent was said to signify 
one who has been “enlightened and 
honored by the gracious aspect of 
his sovereign.” It is also borne as a 
differencing symbol to signify a 
second son. 

Gold signifies generosity and ele- 
vation of mind: red. courage and 
magnanimity; sable, the fur lining 


of royal robes. nobility and con- 
stancy; and silver, sincerity and 
peace.

NICHOLAS SPENCER 

Nicholas Svencer, Colonial Gover- 
nor of Virginia between 1683 and 
1684, was a son of Nicholas Spencer, 
Esq. of Cople, Bedfordshire, and his 
wife Mary. daughter of Sir Edward 
Gostwick, Bart., of Willington, Bed- 
fordshire. Nicholas Spencer was a 
merchant for a time in London, later 
settling in Westmoreland County, 
Virginia. where the parish of Cople 
was named in honor of the home of 
his family in E~-gland. 

He married before July 18, 1666, 
Frances, daughter of Sir John Mot- 
trom. As John Matrum, her father 
is listed as a Burgess revresenting 
Northumberland County, Virginia in 
1645, the first time the County was 
represented in the Assembly. He is 
listed again as Burgess in 1652 as 
Jno. Mottram from Northumberland 
County. 

Although the “Roll of Arms” gives 
the date of death of Nicholas Spen- 
cer as 1699, all other sources state 
he died September 23, 1689. 

Nicholas Spencer was said to have 
been a kinsman of Lord Culpepper, 
and is known to have exerted con- 
siderable influence on political events 
in Virginia. In June, 1666, he was 
a member of the House of Burgesses, 
and from 1679 until his death he held 
the post of Secretary of the Colony. 

At the time of Lord Culpepper’s 
departure for England, September 17, 
1688, Spencer was President of the 
Council, and as such administered 
the government until April 16, 1684. 
On that day a commission to Fran- 
cis — Baron of Effingham, was 
read. 


The “Yowell Family in America” 
(1931) states Nicholas Spence/Spen- 
cer was associated with Col. John 
Washington in 1670 in a maritime 
enterprise between England and Vir- 
ginia, and in consideration of valu- 
able services rendered the Colony in 
the importation of 100 settlers, they 
received from Lord Culpepper 5,000 
acres of land situated on the Potomac 
River. 

This grant has become famous as 
“Mount Vernon on the Potomac.” Co- 
lonel Nich. Spencer and Colonel John 
Washington both served in the House 
of Burgesses from Westmoreland 
County at the session beginning Oc- 
tober 238, 1666. 


Swem’s “Index to Virginia Re- 
cords” shows many references to 
Nicholas Spencer. An _ article on 


Nicholas Spencer of Virginia is print- 
ed in volume 34 of the “Register of 
the Kentucky State Historical So- 
ciety.” Here you will find his lineage 
traced back in Eneland for six gen- 
erations. This reference also states 
“‘Madam Frances Spencer,’ as she is 
styled in the records. left several 
sons of whom the eldest, Nicholas, 
inherited the family estates in Eng- 
land from his uncle William Spencer.” 

Ann Spencer, daughter of Nicholas 
and Frances (Mottrom) Spencer is 
listed in First Families of America 
(vol. 2, p. 340). She married Samuel 
Hawes of Caroline Co., Virginia. 

This “honest, active, worthy 
gentleman” is also found mentioned 
in “Standard’s Some Emigrants To 
Virginia;” many volumes of “The 
Virginia Magazine;” Hotten’s “Orig- 
inal Lists:” Nugent’s “Cavaliers and 
Pioneers;” Stanard’s The Colonial 
Register;” and “The Society of Co- 
lonial Wars” (1922) Index of An- 
cestors. 


OTHER SPENCERS 


All of the Spencer names are not 
entitled to the use of this particular 
Spencer Coat-of-Arms. Spencer is 
a name found frequently in the early 
records, as evidenced by the follow- 
ing list from Greer’s “Early Virginia 
Emmigrants.” 


This list mentions 10 of the Spen- F 


cer name arriving in Virginia be- 


tween 1623 and 1666, and includes § 


William, 1638; John, 1656; Edwd, 


1652; Jon., 1638; Ralnh, 1649; Nicho- § 
las, 1637; Robt., 1651; Edw., 1648; F 


William, 1642, and Francis, 1643. 
Nugent’s “Cavaliers and Pioneers” 

(1934) tells us that on June 19, 1635 

William Spencer received 1,100 acres 


of land for the transportation of 225 


servants — and among them is listed 
a Nicholas Spencer. A William Spen- 
cer, probably this same one, served 
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in the House of Burgesses 1632-3 
from Mulberry Island. 

Aside from these early Virginia 
settlers, we find the following Spen- 
cers named in early New England: 
George, of Boston, in 1639; James, 
New Jersey. 1636; Jared, of Cam- 
bridge, in 1634, and later of Haddam, 
Conn.; John, of Newbury, Mass. in 
1634; John, of East Greenwich, R.I. 
in 1638; John or George, of York, 
Maine, in 1646; Michael, of Cam- 
bridge, 1634, of Lynn, Mass., in 
1638, and of Haddam, in 1650; Roger, 
of Charlestown, Mass., in 1648, and 
Saco, Maine, in 1642; Thomas, of 
Kittery, Maine, in 1630; another 
Thomas in Cambridge, Mass., in 1638; 
a Thomas, in Hartford, Conn. in 
1638; a William, in Cambridge, in 
1632, and a William, in Hartford, in 
1639. 


Some of these men are related — 
but they are not all related to each 
other. The Spencer name is listed 
34 times in Burke’s General Armory 
(1884), and so we have many possible 
doors open to armorial ancestry for 
these other men, but their claims 
would need individual attention. 


In “The Spencer Family,” pub- 
lished in 1907, the compiler, W. H. 
Spencer, states he has tried to con- 
nect his Vermont Spencers with the 
old English line that ran through 
Bedfordshire, and the large company 
of Spencers in New York, Connecti- 
cut, New Hampshire and other 
states, but “is not in possession of 
any data which establishes this con- 
nection.” 


There are many books and articles 
on the various Spencer families, and 
a wide variety of Coats-of-Arms are 
used to illustrate the works. Care 
should be used before accepting any 
of these as correct.

SHELLING 
ON CAPE COD 


By A. GORDON MELVIN 


Cape Cod is one of the top ranking 
holiday parts of the United States, 
a bit of Massachusetts that juts 
right out into the sea. Because of 
this it has vast stretches of shore 
line in easy reach and is relatively 
cool in summer. Consequently it is 
a mecca for summer visitors, a fa- 
vorite spot for sea-bathing and salt- 
sea fishing, and for boating of all 
kinds. But it is also a good place 
to look for seashells, and beachcomb- 
ing is there a prime entertainment. 

Long stretches of the East Coast 
from Nauset Beach to Wellfleet and 
beyond face the open sea. Here are 
immense sweeps of sandy beach. But 
sandy beaches are usually unreward- 
ing except at very low tide. And at 
low tide the gulls usually get there 
first. It is a sight in itself to see 
them rise with a shellfish, judge 
just the right height for a smash, 
and drop their prize on some jutting 
of rock, where they rest and devour 
a choice morsel of mollusk.

Luck is usually much better on the 
more protected beaches about Pleas- 
ant Bay, from East Orleans to Chat- 
ham, and around the corner of the 
Cape to the section protected by 
Monomoy Island near South Chat- 
ham. Living mollusks are sometimes 
found here, especially at low tide. 
It is not unusual to find the hump- 
backed piles of the Canoe Shell, 
Crepidula fornicata L. and the smal- 
ler Crepidula plana Say, called the 
Slipper Shell. This latter is flat, and 
is usually found attached to the in- 
side lip of some large dead shell, or 
to the horny carcass of a long dead 
Horseshoe Crab. Sometimes one of 
the larger Pear Fulgar, Busycon 
canaliculatum L. is found near 
water’s edge at lowest tide. This 
must be taken home and boiled about 
20 minutes. Then the operculum may 
be pried off easily with a knife, and 
a fork may be inserted in the large 
fieshy foot. By rolling the flesh 
around and about the shell you may 
easily remove the whole animal. Its 
spiral form, and varied color, is a 
wonder to behold. 

Many a recently dead shell may 
be picked up at high water mark, 
where the receding tides have left 
a line of miscellaneous debris, sea- 
weed, bits of wood and broken shells. 
Here is usually found the Surf Clam, 
Spisula solidissima Dillwyn, the Jin- 
gle Shell, Anomia simplex Orb. and 
the small white False Angel Wing, 
Petricola pholadiformis Lam. Of 
course there are plenty of Mussels, 
Mytilis edulis L., and a smattering 
of Razor Clams, Ensis directus Con- 
rad. These may be picked up dead, 
but at most beaches a license is re- 
quired to take live shellfish, as there 
are no more than enough for local 
property owners, and there is an im- 
portant shellfish industry along these 
shores. 

A glimpse of this shelifish industry 
in operation may be seen in a num- 
ber of places on the South Coast. 
At the water’s edge are a number 
of huts where fishermen are at work 
opening their catch of Quahog Clams.
